There 
is a danger, of course, that extre- 
mists on both sides may even now 
uta spanner into the machinery 
Which is now working for peace.

Sovereignty. ‘They have also re- 
minded the Japanese that the district 
in which Wednesday's murder was 
‘committed is not under Chinese con- 
tro Their ‘protest and. reminder 
are well within thelr rights. Some 
misgiving has been caused, however, 
by the meetings held by various 
Sopanese organizations in’ this city 
which have in the past not always 
proved as moderate and as amenable 
fas the Japanese —authoritier them- 
selves, and it is to be hoped that in 
the course of the next few days, 
while the" high-running feelings 
aroused by the murder are subsiding

Since last November 
been a succession of serious 
ineldenis which have prevented 
Sino-Japanese rapprochement. 
Both sides have undoubtedly _re- 
uretted these incidents, since they 
have served as fuel for the extre- 
nists. Some of them have been 
s0 puirposeless that the absence of| 
motive has been a serious handicap 
to the police in thelr investigations; 
others have been so obviously. 
designed to embarrass the National 
Government in its search for better 
yelationships with Japan that it is 
a matter of wonder. that the! 
Japanese have been deceived by | 
them. On November 9 Hideo 
Nakayama was shot. dead in a 
badly-lit road off Dixwell Road, 
and no rhyme or reason except that 
he was a Japanese has been’ 
advanced for the murder, On July 
19 this year an innocent Japanese 
salesman named Kosaku Kayau was 
shot and fatally wounded by a Chi- 
nese in another fll-lighted road in 
the same neighbourhood. Again the 
absence of motive, in the ordinary 
sense, chocked police investigations, 
Mr. Kaya had no enemies. suf 
ciently bitter to murder him, He 
‘was a kindly, social man who had 
many friends, Yet he was shot 
dead in a manner which pointed to 
the utmost cowardice and mereiless- 
ness on the part of his murderer. 
In both his case and the case of 
Nakayama, suspects have been 
arrested, ‘and therefore further 
comment is forbidden, On August 
24, however, there occurred a case 
Which puts the murders of Naka- 
yama and Kayau in the shade. 
‘This ‘was the killing of two Japanese 
journalists in. Chengtu and the 
beating of two other Japanese in 
the same city. ‘The object, of the 
visit of the Japanese to the capital 
city of Szechuen was plain: they 
Were there to investigate the 
Chinese objections to the re- 

lishment: of a Japanese con- 
sulate in that city—an objection 
which seems to be well founded, 
sinee the former establishment of 
consulates in Chengtu was a 
diplomatic courtesy extended owing 
to the lack of communications be- 
tween Chungking and the rest of 
Szechuen and the consulates were, 
in name if not in fact, branches of 
the consulates-gencral_ in Chung- 
king, For some years, however, 
the Japanese consulate'in Chengt: 
had been closed, duc to the anti- 
Japancte boycott and the fact that 
there were no Japanese subjects in 
the neighbourhood. In spite of 
this, a mob, inflamed into the belief 
that a Japanese consul and his! 
staff had actually arrived, attacked 
the hotel in which the’ Japanese| 
unoflicial inquivers were installed, 
and killed two and might have 
killed the other two had not the 
Chengt police made a herole 
resistance in which several of their 
‘own men paid the extreme penalty. 


The storm raised over the murder 
of the two Japanese journalists in 
Chengtu, one of whom was well 
kmown and liked in other com- 
munities besides the Japanese, was 
At its height when the news arrived 
of the brutal killing of Jyunzo 
Nakano, an old Japanese resident 
in Pakhof, by a mob apparently 
inspired ‘by — agitators . from the 
Nineteenth Route Army, which had. 
‘occupied Pakhoi on behalf of the 
Kwangsi government in what might 
have been a civil war had it not 
been for the remarkable for- 
bearance of the Central Govern- 
‘ment, which refused to allow itself 
to be involved in inti ial strife] 
while the nation was undergoing | 
a crisis caused by outside aggres- 
ion, Nakano scems to have been 
‘a man who {identified himself with 
the people with whom he had. 
chosen to live. He had married 
a Chinese wife and for nearly 
thirty years had lived as an’ 




















man, The motives for the murder 
of Mr. Nakano have yet to be 
investigated, the rebellious attitude 
of the Nineteenth Route Army 
having’ so far effectively prevented 
the landing of responsible com- 
missions of inguiry sent by the 
Chinese Government and the 
Japanese. But that the perpetrators 
or inspirers of the outrage had not 
overlooked the fact that it would 
seriously embarrass the National 
Government can be stated as a 
certainty. The outrage could also 
be used by those guilty of in 
stigating the crime as a lever for 
extracting money from the} 
Government payment for 
voluntarily evacuating a city from 
which they would otherwise have| 
had to be forcibly ejected, at 
considerable cost in life and cash 
and in almost complete denial of 
the Government's claims of nation- 
al unity without the expenditure 
of blood. ‘The indignation of the 
Japanese over this and the other 
‘outrages mentioned can be easily. 
understood, and the effect of the 
apparently’ purposeless slayings on 
the Japanese community residing 
in China can be appreciated. Re- 
sponsible Chinese realise as well as 
the Japanese that there is nothing 
to be gained by the killing of an 
individual here and there, and that 
such incidents tend more to com- 
plicate international relations than 
anything else, But unfortunately 
responsible Chinese can do nothing 
about it, 

‘A climax has come with the 
killing of Police Constable Yoshioka 
in Hankow, In principle it matters 
very little whether Yoshioka was 
shot inside or outside the boundary 
of the Japanese Concession; in fact, 
the question of jurisdiction over 
the neighourbood In which the 
murder occurred might well puzzle 
‘an international court of law. But 
‘what does matter is that this crime 
seems to be another of those pur- 
oseless and provoeative acts which 
postpone the betterment of relations 
between China and Japan which 
friends of both countries have been 
anxiously secking. Murders such 
as this and that of Nakayama and 
Kayau point to the intrusion of 
gangsterdom into international poli- 
ties. ‘The question, therefore, arises: 
Are states claiming to be modern 
in all senses of the word, going to 
allow a group of gunmen from the 
under-world to erect a barrier 
between them which will delay, if 
not permanently prevent, the co- 
operation of two great nations in 
the Far East whose friendship is: 
essential to the cause of world 
peace? The murders of Mr. 
Fukugawa and Mr. Watanabe in 
Chengtu, and to a lesser extent the 
murder of Mr. Nakano in Pakhol, 
cannot be attributed to gangsters, 
But the others point to the rinister 
hand of the secret societies. It has 
been said by the detractors of 
Japan that any excuse is good 
‘enough for the Japanese army to 
demand more energetic action in 
China. But this journal refuses to 
believe it, in the face of the out- 
standing economic and other ad- 
vantages the Japanese can derive 
with little effort or outlay by co- 
‘operation with this country; and in 
face of the inescapable fact that 
threats and sanctions lead nowhere 
down the road of international 
friendship. “Spare the rod and 
spoil the child” may be a good 
dictum for the nursery, but in inter- 
national polities it is the last refuge 
of stupidity. A temporary advant- 
‘age may be won by drastic action, 
but in the long run only trouble 
can ensue. ‘The Japanese Govern 
‘ment, much misunderstood though 
they have been on account of the 
statements of their much too 
tongue-freemajors-general, are 
fully aware of this elementary pre- 
cept of international relations, and 
they will doubtless do their best to 
temper the zeal of their extremists 
and tender to them the advice 
which was given the British people 
by one of the press barons at the 
time of the fighting in Shanghai in 
1932—“Keep calm and keep out

sent unidentified gunmen as they 
were enjoying a brief spell of, 
liberty; one of them was killed, and 
two others wounded. Their’ as- 
sailants, taking advantage of the 
complicated system of alleyways in 
the neighbourhood, eseaped, with 
the possible exception of one who: 
was seized by a British special 
constable and carried off for ques- 
tioning by the Japanese authorities. 
‘The arrested man may or may not 
[have had anything to do with the 
fineident: that has yet to be 
established. In the meantime the 
search for the pitiless assassins who| 
have been jeopardizing Sino-Japan- 
ese relations by niurders in dif 
ferent parts of the country has been 
intensified. The Japanese have, 
quite understandably. taken the 
most drastic precautions in the dis- 
triets which have been the scene 
of the three murders which Shang 
hai has contributed to the general 
tension. They have even gone be- 
yond what most people might con- 
‘sider to be reasonable measures, 
‘and have encroached upon the 
police rights and duties of both the 
International Settlement and the 
Chineso authorities in Chapei. In 
an emergency, this eneroachment 
‘can be reconciled with the needs 
of the occasion, and only if it is| 
prolonged unreasonably, as it has 
not, can there be any objection 
founded more firmly than on the 
letter of the law. There seems, how- 
ever, an clement of shutting the 
stable door afler the horse has been 
stolen about the Jupanese precau- 
jons. The police of the areas in 
which the murders occurred are, 
quite competent to carry out! 
ordinary police duties, and perhaps; 
‘a bit more, Whether they or any- 
body else can be expected to anti- 
cipate and prevent slayings which 
have apparently been planned, 
without specific. motive against 
‘anyone in particular so long as they 
‘are nationals of a certain state, is 
‘another matter. And whether the 
Japanese themselves can prevent 
the recurrence of such crimes by. 
any means but providing a per~ 
sonal bodyguard for each and every | 
fone of their subjects may also be 
open to doubt. The field for the 
murderers is so wide that it cannot | 
be properly picketed. The position 
is one in which every sympathy’ 
will be on the side of the Japanese. 
No one, let alone a government! 
with the great tradition of culture 
and civilization like that of the gov- 
ernment of China, can learn of 
murders in circumstances of, 
‘cowardice and  brutality—or, in 
fact, of any murder at all—without 
experiencing a feeling of horror and, 
loathing. Precipitate action might| 
casily overlay that feoling by some- 
thing clse, by the feeling of out- 
raged patriotism or wrath against 
violated sovereignty; ond in such 
a case pride and prejudice take the 
place of judgment, and a factor is 
introduced into the situation which 
might quickly place it outside of 
human control. 








‘The patience of the Japanese in 
the face of these repeated acts of 
provocation has aroused general 
admiration. ‘The most energetic| 
‘measures {0 apprehend the murder- 
ers were taken on Wednesday night 
and if inconvenience was caused, 
it can be forgiven in view of the 
larger issue at stake. There can 
be no question but that the arrest 
and punishment of the murderers 
is of the foremost importonce, not | 
for the sake of vengeance or even 
to make an example of them be- 
fore the rest of the nation, but 
primarily to find out and forestall 
those who are inspiring the deliber- 
ate assassination of an inoffensive 
man and the wounding of two others. 
‘The Chinese police have a theory. 
that the assassinations are planned, 
and paid for by an organization 
which has its headquarters in 
Hongkong. In that city, they be- 
lieve, there are men who, for a. 
consideration, will designate gun- 
men to do’ almost any sort of 
erime in any part of China: they 
are gangsters on a large scale, who| 
will hire out their subordinates to| 
the highest bidder. ‘The names of| 
the leaders of this organization are 
believed to be known, but they are 
not. men who stand to gain any- 
thing from the wanton killing of a 
‘man here and there. They ere the 
controllers of a nefarious labour | 
and carry out the orders of who- 
ever can meet their price. This| 
theory may or may not be well- 
founded, but it is seriously enter- 
tained by the Chinese authorities, 
who claim that other murders be- 
sides those of Japanese have been 











planned in the Colony, notably the 
murder of Mr. Tang ‘Yu-jen, and 
the attempted assassination of Mr. 
Wang Ching-wei, the former presi- 
dent of the Executive Yuan. To 
produce proof that would convince 
public prosecutor has been the 
dificulty of those who have 
favoured the theory and therefore 

tlle has been done about it. There 
still remains the question of who are| 
behind these men. And it is fairly] 
obvious, as has already been em= 
hasized in this journal, that they 
are men with an axe to grind at 
the expense of the National Gov- 
ernment. Anything that would em- 
barrass the Nanking Government] 
would suit their book: and what) 
can be more embarrassing than| 
putting the Government into a posi- 
tion vis-d-vis a foreign Power’ 
with which its relations are already 
strained, than throwing npon it an 
almost impossible buzuen of pro- 
tecting the lives of the nationals of | 
that Power in cireumstances dictat- 
ed by whim rather than by reason? 

‘To the condolences of the chair- 
man of the Shanghai Municipal 
Council over the death of First 
Class Scaman Taminato will be 
added those of the entire Shanghai 
‘community. The murder adds one 
more to the long string of unsolved 
problems which stand in the way of 
the much-advoeated resuinption of 
friendship between China and 
Japan, ‘The deaths of two Japan- 
ese in Chengtu and anoticy Japans 
ese in Pakhol, the victims of insen- 
sate mob violence, are still under 
investigation. ‘The shooting of a 
‘Japanese police constable in Han~ 
kow in conditions which point to 
professional gangsterism is still 
unsettled. Two other murders of 
Japanese, that of H, Nakayama 
last November and K. Kayau in 
July, have reached the stage when 
‘suspects have been brought before 
the courts and charged. In the 
meantime there have been frictions 
of other natures between China 
‘and Japan—ineidents which have| 
sometimes seemed so trivial that 
they have raised a smile and others 
which have taken on such serious 
Proportions that it seemed for a 
short while that force must be used 
to redeem national honour. ‘The 
Japanese Government in Tokyo 
‘and the Chinese Government in 
‘Nanking are equally anxious to 
get the settlement of these in- 
cidents out of the way, so as to 
be able to tackle the larger issues 
which are standing in the path of 
rapprochement between the two 
nations. If, however, incidents 
recur which increase the number 
of settlements to be made before 
‘major problems are discussed, then 
there must result a postponement 
of the advantages both nations hope 
to enjoy by mutual economic co- 
operation, to ths detriment of all 
concerned and, incidentally, to the 
disappointment of other ‘nations 
who have been hoping to share in 
the prosperity which Sino-Japan- 
‘ese co-operation would undoubted- 
ly bring about. ‘There is therefore 
‘every motive for caution and {urn- 
ing the other check in cases such 
‘as the present. No government in 
the world can be expected to take 
the murder of its citizens in an- 
other country lying down; but 
there are degrees of protest and 
insistence upon prevention which 
should not be disregarded. In this 
country in particular there are 
circumstances which should not be 
lightly dismissed in assessing re- 
sponsibility and demanding satis- 
faction. When two nations any- 
Where in the world are called upon 
to play a tune together, is not 
moderato the best direction to be 
written on the score? 


























SPANISH PROBLEM 








Sept. 
Spain, wit vivid and 
picturesque history which has 





inspired other nations to greatness, 
bby the measure of its achievements 
or failures, continues to present an 
extremely sorry picture to the 
world, Ten wécks of fighting have 
produced relatively little beyond a 
confusing record of victories and 








defeats and an appalling death roll. 


With two armed forces of a purpose 
indeterminate beyond maintenance 
of control or desire for control in 
conflict, and Madrid still the capital 
of the’ country despite insurgent 
‘claims of its weakness, the situation 
continues to be as obscure as ever. 
It is now reported that the capture 
of Maqueda has placed the key to 





the capital in the hands of the in- 
surgent forces, and the Burgos 
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headquarters of General Mola are 





broartcasting optimistic expressions 
of its early capture as fervently as 
they were in the carly stages of the 
revolt when General Franco reached 
the mainland from Morocco, 
Strategically and psychologically, 
the capture of the capital of a 
country yenerally means a degree 
of decision by which the course of 
a military campaign canbe 
estimated. In Spain, however, 
there is such a welter of political 
professions and no solid basis for 
political objectives except on the 
Government side that the observer 
may truly. pose the question: What 
are they fighting for? ‘There has 
been an attempt to establish a dif- 
ference between the constituted 
Popular Front Government of 
na, which has re~ 
the accredited representa- 
powers, and the 
semi-Faseist opposition of General 
Franco, but events of the past few 
weeks have indicated a disintegra- 
tion which is likely to produce no 
definite programme of political re- 
form but the inevitable process ot 
anarchy. with its disastrous con- 
sequences of death, destruction and 
national ruin, < 

In the course of revolt against 
the Government the dominating 
figure is that of General Franco, 
brother of the famous 
Atlantic airman, Major 
Franco, who was up to a 
date when political decisions had 
to be made, Spanish Air Attaché 
at Washington. Before the out- 
break, he was Chief-of-Sta in 
Moroceo where he established an 
‘excellent record for colonial admini= 
stration, In the Oviedo revolt of 
1934 he led his Moroccan oops 
‘against the rebels and established 
a precedent for their use in the 
present revolt. He was also repre 
sentative of the Spanish army at 
the funeral of His Majesty King 
George last year. His entry into 
polities was ‘comparatively recent 
and although he has denied any 
Fascist inelinations he has admitted 
to the ambition that if successful 
he will establish a military dictator- 
ship. When he landed in Seville 
fon August 17 he declared that he 
‘was leading a patriotic movement 
of reform and urged the people “to 
defend the Catholic and Spanish 
heirloom of civilization against the 
Marxist heresy and the Russian 
plague." If the general connota~ 
tion of these terms is accepted in 
the light of the Russian revolution, 
General Franco can hardly be said 
to be acting the part of reformer in 
view of the terrible narrative which 
has been written daily about the 
country during the last ten weeks, 
Blood, may ‘be the price of 
admiralty, but with nothing more 
than a record of destruction ond a 
vague national statement to offer 
a clearer definition is needed be 
fore an honest opinion can assert 
itselt. 

‘The future of the situation is as 
vague as the course of the revolt, 
Even if Madrid does fall into the 
hands of the insurgents and a 
military decision is reached, that 
guarantees no brighter prospect for 
the country. Anarchy seems to be 
as strongly embedded in the army 
conception of policy as in the con 
ception credited to the present 
Government, ‘The diverse character 
of the people and the physical and 
provineial differences of the coun: 
try, complicated by the importation 
of alien political ideas will oll play 
their part in the ferment which a 
military decision might superficially 
terminate but will not easily solve, 
‘The history of Spain in recent years 
has been one succession of revolt- 
tions symptomatic of desire for a 
change but showing uncertainty of 
methods and precise objectives, A 
mission of slaughter may be ‘one 
way to enforce authority but it is 
no way to meet aspirations, Even to 
people less homogenous than the 
Spanish these processes have had 
the effect of prolonging rather than 
diminishing unrest, and only con= 
siderable modification of original 
intentions has overcome the rubse~ 
quent opposition. In the case of 
Spain, the army's record has been 
described as “a long history. of 
risings against the central authority 
and possessed by the same anar~ 
chism." Whichever way the battle 
Koes, the only lasting solution for 
the country appears to lie in a form 
of political agreement which takes 
into account the personality of the 
people, and if out of the present 
struggle - emerges an appreciation

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BRITAIN’S DEFENCES 
Sept. 26. 


Great Britain's defence plans, 
which are being developed on a 
more efficient basis of co-ordina~ 
tion of effort than formerly existed, 
assume greater imporlanee in view 
of the new position in the Govern~ 
ment foreshadowed for Sir Samuel 
Hoare, First Lord of the Admiralty. 
Politically, the announcement of the 
impending change caused a surprise 
because the appointment of Sir 
‘Thomas Inskip as Minister for the 
Co-Ordination of Defence is of re~| 
ent creation, but there need be no} 
‘apprehension’ felt at any suspected 
misdivection of purpose in the news 
that Sir Samuel Hoare and not Sir 
‘Thorhas Inskip will be the speaker, 
fon defence problems at next week's 
conference of the Conscrvative 
Party to be held at Margate. When 
the cnew ministerial appointment 
was announced, it was indicated. 
that the duties would not bring into, 
existence a sort of super com~ 
mander-in-ehlef of cabinet rank but 
would provide the office of a. 
minister who could work with all 
three services in the dle of| 
‘organizer and co-ordinator of their 
different functions, with particular’ 
application to the’ organization of 
supplies, resources and national 
production so intimately related to} 
the national defence scheme. In. 
Some respects, a similar office was 
that of the Minister of Munitions: 
during the Great War, although the 
seope of Sir Thomas  Inskip's 
powers was considerably broadened 
and an amplification of his duties 
has been adequately described in 
the lines of progress made since 
that time, As the telegram makes 
clear, It does not follow that Sir 
‘Samtiel will replace Sir Thomas but 
he is destined for a very important 
post in the Government, when, as 
it is expected, Mr. Neville Cham- 
berlain, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, succeeds Mr. Stanley 
Baldwin as Prime Minister. 

It is obvious that Sir Samuel 
is eminently fitted for the task of 
exercising control of all defence 
services without overlapping or in 
terfering with the oMflce of Sir 
‘Thomas Inskip. Having acted as 
Air Minister and Foreign Secretary 
and returning to the present Gov- 
ernment as First Lord of the 
Admiralty, he possesses the ex~ 
perience, knowledge and ability to 
apply himself energetically and 
with confidence to defence needs 
which the circumstances of re 
armament by the leading European 
Powers have compelled to be 
modified and enlarged. ‘The pos 
sibility of some stich Cabinet 
decision in regard to Sir Samuel 
became evident months ago when: 
he vigorously crusaded for the: 
cause of re-armament and em=, 
phasized the necessity of a speedy 
realization of the essentials of the 
problem in the light of so. much 
inflammable material in Europe. 
‘The necessity for the decision of 
the Britisn Government to embark: 
fon a reearmament programme has 
never before appeared so im= 
perative as it does rt the presont 
juncture which continues to provide 
Adequate justification for the step 
already taken. Speaking to the 
Royal Empire Society, Sir Samuel, 
after defending the acceleration of 
the naval programme, said tha! 
“We were rearming to stop the drift 
to war, and British re-armament 
would prove for ourselves and for 
the world the best possible treat- 
ment for the morbid and patholo- 
ical position of the world that 
stimulated this dangerous talk 
about the inevitability of war." In 
this statement the statesman and 
the realist join in expression. 


In the new British defence plans 
emphasis has been placed on co- 
ordination of effort, and the need) 
for an experienced Minister 
familiar with all aspects becomes 
all the greater, As First Lord of 
the Admiralty, Sir Samuel possesses 
‘an unusual intimacy and familiarity. 
with the particular problems of 
naval power and with it he com- 
ines an extensive knowledge of air 
problems gained during his office as 
Air Minister. ‘The advent of air 
power has given an entirely dif- 
ferent complexion {o the character 
of warfare on land and sea, and 
the tendency of stratesic and de- 
fensive developments in recent 
years has borne very distinetly the 
impress of an appreciation of this 
factor. It is possible to build a 
fleet which will continue its wradi- 
tional funetions to guard the ocean 





























| waterways on which Great Britain's} 


existence depends, but the ap- 
pearance of the acroplane and, to 
the navy, the alreratt carrier, with 
its deadly and wide-ranging load, 
dangerous in attack and useful in 
defence, have produced new prob- 
Jems. Sir Samuel does not believe 
that the air weapon makes it im= 
possible for a ficet to continue to| 
carry out its responsibilities in an 
unrestricted manner as before. In 
this, he joins forces with the fore- 
most professional sailors of many: 
countries who contend that the 
fundamental principles of naval 
warfare have not been revolu- 
tionized by new weapons and new 
methods, and that the air weapon 
docs not possess the supremacy 
which popular imagination accords 
‘Most ships to-day have merely’ 
provised protection against 
aireraft but the ship of the future 
will be better equipped and will 
reduce even greater the margin of 
vulnerability. These, of course, are 
questions which a rapidly-changing. 
situation in armaments will con- 
tinually produce, but Sir Samuel's 
experience and familiarity with all 
aspeets increase the importance of 
his anticipated appointment to the 
position being created for him.

‘A significant indization of the 
developing tendeney in China to- 
wards self-suicieney in the pro- 
duction of commodities for’ 
Industrial purposes may be read 
in the announcement of the U.S. 





Department of Agriculture that the} 


cotton crop in China this year is 
likely to reach record proportions 
‘and that exports may total 400,000 
bales. This is confirmed in Chi- 
nese cotton circles which anticipate 
that imports from abroad will be 
reduced to a lower level than 
‘ever before owing to the bumper 
crop and the price differential 
which favours domestically-pro~ 
duced cotton. Favoured by good 
weather and the absence of drought, 
and floods in the cotton-growing, 
provinces, of which Shantung was 
the wors} sufferer last year when 
approximately a third of the plant. 
ed area had to be abandoned, it is 
estimated that this year's produc~ 
tion. 15 likely to be 70 per cent. 
higher than last year. Hupeh, oF 

of the principal cotton provinces, is| 
credited with an excellent harvest 
and in other provinces including 
Hopel, Kiangsu, Shansi, Shantung, 
Hunan, Shensi,’ Chekiang, Anbwei 
‘and Kiangsi anticipations are pro- 
portionately high. Last year’s: 
yield, according to the Chinese 
Cotton Statistic Association, barely 
exceeded five million quintals, a de~ 
erease of 26 per cent. on the pro- 
duetion for the previous year owing 
to the intervention of natural 
forees which prevented fruition but. 
with more favourable conditions 
this year and an increasing fecling 
lof stability and contigence prevailing 
in the rural districts leading to a 
larger acreage being planted, it is| 
‘estimated that the scason’s crop 
might be as high as eight million 
quintals, This Is a quantity of 
such proportions that the point of 
self-sulficieney, with the exception | 
of the longer staples needed from, 
abroad, is brought immeasurably’ 
nearer and should have a marked. 
influence on world cotton statisties. 
n the last half century, 
China has been alternately trans- 
formed from a colton exporting 
country to a colton importing 
country, and back to a cotton ex- 
porting ‘country again, despite the 





























development of the mill industry 
absorbing huge supplies of the 
domestic product. Coinciding with 


the output of Chinese and foreign 
mills with an inereasing standard 
of produetion has been a decline in 
both the importation of raw cotton 
and cotton goods. Up to the year 
1930, cotton goods headed the list 
of China's imports and that year 
represented a total value of $223,~ 
400,000. ‘Then followed a swift 
decline until last year the total was 
only $27,700,000. As far as raw

‘While the future of the industry| 
‘as a whole is a problem in another 
eategory in view of the steady ex- 
pansion of Japanese mill interests 
With thelr greater financial re- 
sourees and strong competitive, 
potentialities, the increased crop is} 
an encouraging sign of natural re- 
covery and represents the result of 
organized planning and directed’ 
development of a national asset. 
Improvement of quality and in- 
erense in quantity are not a new| 
departure in China, They are a 
process of some years. The first 
attempts were made in’ 1898 when. 
Chang Chih-tung, Viecroy of Hu- 
eh, imported seed from the United 
States. Since then a higher stand~ 
tard has been fostered by govern~| 
ment and private enterprise, and) 
especially in educational institu- 
tions specializing in agricultural) 
work. Since the establishment of| 
the National Government greater| 
‘emphasis has been placed on this 
important national resource and 
the ereation of the National Econ 
‘omic Council in 1931, enjoying the 
advantage of an increasing stability 
of political conditions throughout 
the country, has provided addition 
al facilities. In 1933, the Cotton’

British statesmen have, during 
the last few days, clearly stated 
Britain's championship of | de- 
mocraey against dictatorship, while 
reaffirming Britain's resolution not 
to interfere in the internal affairs: 
of others states, where dictatorship, 
repugnant to the average Briton, 
prevails, or to tolerate interference, 
bby outside influences in the internal 
affairs of the British Empire. Mr, 
Anthony Eden's declaration of 
British policy at the Assembly of 
‘the League of Nations was as much. 
a warning to foreign powers who| 
sponsor different forms of govern- 
‘ment from the democratic to con- 
fine their propaganda to the ter- 
itory over which they have] 
jurisdiction, as it was a re-state- 
ment of British faith in demoeratic| 
methods of government—methods| 
which were openly challenged by’ 
the Reichsfiirher, Herr — Adolf’ 
Hitler, in his specches at the| 
Nuremberg conference of the Ger-| 
‘man National Socialist Party. ‘That 
it was also an affirmation of the 
British belief in non-intervention in| 
the conflict in Spain, where the two! 
extremes of modern government) 
have come to a pitch of ferocity 
which has set the whole of the rest 
of the world holding up its hand: 
in horror, is probably incidental: 
bbut, looked at in the light of the. 
larger developments all over| 
Europe, it may be that the reference 
to Spain was only subsidiary to an 
| attempt to make clear a much more, 
important _ problem—a — problem| 
hhich the Spaniards are endeavour-| 
| ing to settle in the most primitive 
of ways, by slaughter and intimida- 
tion, which, if extended outside the, 
Pyrences, would inevitably result’ 
[im a new world war. ‘This prob- 
Jem is the elimination of social 
classes, by one school through the 
adoption of Communism and by the 


























opposite school by the insistence 
upon a totalitarian state in which 
every citizen muct subordinate his 
wishes and ambitions to the good of, 
the state as the supreme body, and 
in which every corporate body must 
function only to further the welfare 
of the state itself. In both beliots 
the ultimate aim is the fusing of 
the distinctions which arose from 
the rapid industrial development 
of the last century into a homo- 
gencous whole; but the aims behind 
the fusion are different, In the one 
case it is the organization of the 
‘working class to protect its own in- 
teres's "from exploitation: in the 
other it is the organization of the 
resources of a nation against ex- 
ploitation by any other nation. On 
the one side thers is class war to 
‘end classes internationally; on the 
other there is a class war to coment 
previously existent classes into a 
national unity strong enough to 
resist the insidious drilling of alien 
ideas. Between the two lies the 
Ideal of democracy. Which of the 
three is to prevail?” 

‘The undertone of Mr. Eden's 
speech at Geneva, and for that 
matter Sir John Simon, the Home 
Sceretary's, speech to the National 
Liberals at Perth, is a query why 
there should be ‘any conflict be- 
tween the three precepts. Both 
statesman have declared that Great 
Britain intends to go on in the way. 
she has gone up to the present; 
that Is to say, to adapt conditions | 
within her control to the condi- 
ns which, in the course of 
changes outside and the advances 
of science and knowledge within, 
make adaption necessary. Both 
have declared Britain's objections 
to having changes forced upon her 
by theorists from foreign countries. 
Neither has denounced the ultimate 
objectives of Nazi-ism, Fascism, and 
Communism on the one hand’ and 
constitutional democracy on the 
other. In Italy and Germany the 
means to the attainment of the 
common end—the betterment of the 
condition of the —masses--have 
taken a different form from those 
in Britain, In Italy and Germany 
the ideal of service to the state, to 
the almost complete abrogation of 
the rights of the individual, has 
been made predominant by the rise 
to power of certain parties who 
have been ‘strong enough and suffi- 
ciently one-minded, forcibly to 
suppress all opposition. The result 
has been that the state—it should, 
perhaps, be spelt with a capital 
S—is of paramount importance. No 
sacrifice by citizens, subjects, oF 
members of the state can count 
against the gain that might accrue 
to the state itself. If the name of 
fa class, the proletariat, were sub- 
stituted for the state, the same 
condition would pertain in Soviet| 
Russia. There the Communist 
Ideal aims at the elimination of all 
‘lasses and the substitution of a 
stratum of society in which there 
are neither rich nor poor—in which 
exploitation of any member of 
society by any other is impossible 
‘and unprofitable—to the theoretical 
benefit of all. Socialism in other 
countries has’ the sume objective. 
Marx was not the only political 
philosopher to point out the dangers 
of rapid and extreme industrializa- 
tion. But in Germany socialism 
hhas become National Socialism and 
in Italy it has become Fascist 
socialism, both emphasizing the 
national ‘character of the move- 
‘ment, and both natural outcomes 
of the Great War, in which the 
former country suffered defeat and 
humiliation and the latter dis 
organization and disappointment. 
In Soviet Russia, owing ta the 
emphasis placed on class rather 
than nation, the character of the 
movement is different and more 
dangerous to states which desire to 
progress by evolution. In all of 
the states which have succeeded in 
reaching a certain condition of 
socialism, be it national, Fascist, or 
watered-down communism, ‘the 
change was made permanent by 
the use of force. In Germany the 
National Socialists came into power 
by constitutional means; in Italy 
the Fascists staged a coup; in 
Russia communism was established 
by a “terror.” But in all three, 
‘opposition was rigorously suppress- 
ed, public opinion is still shack- 
led, efforts to summarize the true 

ituation are discouraged by sane- 
lions against those who attempt 
thom, and therefore it is dificult to.

{As stated by Sir John Simon and 
Mr. Anthony Eden, the object of 
the British Government is to pro= 
gress along its own lines while it 
refrains from interfering with the 
political development of other 
countries; but it is determined not 
to permit interference by other 
countries in the peaceful course of 
that progress. ‘Though they have 
not been so definitely stated, the 
‘aims of the French Government 
are the same. Tt was the French 
Government that initiated — the 
movement to check foreign inter~ 
vention in the Spanish civil war, 
‘on the ground that Spain should be 
allowed to settle her uwn destiny 
without outside influence. This 
‘movement could only have been 
initiated at considerable sacrifice, 
for, if the insurgents are victorious 
in Spain it will mean that France, 
with a radical government, is sur- 
rounded on three sides by, states 
favouring Fascism. Britain's sup- 
port of the non-intervention ogvee~ 
ment is an illustration of the truth 
Of British declarations that Britain 
‘will not endeavour to direct the 
stream of foreign political evolu- 
tion in favour of the parliamentar- 
ism and freedom of spoech which 
have been so successful in her own 
ease; this in face of the fact that 
the ‘British Empiré's communica- 
tions through the Mediterranean, 
the importance of which has just 
been stressed by Sir Samuel Hoare, 
may be jeopardized by the estab- 
Tishment of a Spanish dictatorship 
‘on the lines of those which rule in 
Italy and Germany. In Spain the 
conflict between democracy and 
dictatorship is exemplified in blood 
shed. The success of clther side is 
ikely to be followed by the most 
vepressive measures against its op- 
ponents, This is a regrettable out- 
look and one which will discredit 
the hope that the present Spanish 
Government is fighting for parlia- 
mentarism and the free representa- 
tion of opinion. It may modify the 
statement that the Spanish Govern- 
ment is fighting for democracy in 
the old and accepted sense of the 
word, but the British attitude adds 
force to the contention that a nation 
is entitled to decide its own form 
‘of government in its own way, and 
to the British plea for tolerance and 
‘a cessation of official public critic 
ism of the administrations of 
friendly countries.

ection has given place to a hesitancy. 
Co-operation with the British and 
American Governments will prevent 
any serious disturbance to" inter- 
hnational exchange which would have 
followed otherwise, and the British 
Government's statement makes- it 
Abundantly clear that the mainten- 
ance of the greatest possible equill- 
bbrlum in the international system of 
exchange with a view to promoting 
‘world prosperity is the eommon 
desire of each of the three ‘partiel= 
pnts and the dictating factor behind 
the decision, Some such action. as 
this on the part of France was not 
entirely unexpected. ‘The cuteness 
of her monetary problem became 
evident in June when the Bank of 
France eame to the rescue of tho 
‘Treasury with an advanee of 10,000, 
million» franes. Last. month, con- 
sideration was being given to corree- 
tive measures in view of the precipi. 
tate rise in prices, and a solution of 
the problem was’ envisaged by” Mf,

‘The statement by the president of 


the American Bankers" Association 
that ‘the United States “is making 
‘good progress along the road to 


recovery should prove encouraging 
to the supporters of the Roosevelt 
régime, who have had, during the 
last few weeks, to listen to a number 
of denunciations of the administra 
tion in Washington for its supposedly 
spendthrift policy. No fair-minded 
‘man can deny that the government 
ef any country has a duty to prevent 


fis citizens from starving or being 
without shelter. and expenditure to 
this end, provided the money to be 
spent is forthcoming, is fully justified. 
If the money is not forthcoming. 
then there is nothing for it but na- 
onal banicruptey. and the condition 
of the United States is very far from 
such an extreme. Bankers, especially, 
have much to thank’ President 
Roosevelt for. When he took office 
the American nation was in the 
throes of one of the worst financial 
crises "in its history, with banks 
closing their doors all over the 
country and depositors being:

OPIUM IN THE STRAITS 
Opium is being replaced by beer 
and cigarettes among the Chinese 
community in the Straits, according 
to the annual report of the Depart= 
ment of Excise, excerpts from which 
hhave just reached Shanghai. Samshu 
also is giving way to the {wo 
commonly used social agents, and the 





samshu now imported into the Straits 
is of lower alcoholic strength, than 
formerly. It is reported that the 
Production of beer at the (wo 
Singapore breweries during 1995 was 
45 per cent, higher than in 1994 and 
nearly three times that of 1933, ‘The 
retail sales of opium dropped con= 
siderably and the decline apparently. 
was not offset by an increase in the 
quantity of illicit opium. The con- 
clusion drawn in the Straits report 
Is that “the smoking of opium is no 
longer regarded as a means of social 
Intercourse, and the chief reason to- 
day for taking to opium is to obtain, 
relief from pain. Even this induce: 
ment is, however, losing its power, 
{8 the Chinese turn more to the wide 
variety of medicinal articles readily 
obtainable at all chemists" shops.” In 
Siam a definite policy discouraging 
the use of opium was adopted in 1908 
and “the Siamese" nation wa: 
represented at the conference held in 
‘Shanghai in 1909 to study methods of 
suppression and “the feasibility of 
Far Eastern co-operation in” the 
matter. Siam has been represented 
at every subsequent opium confer 
fence and the Opium Commission of 
the League of ‘Nations visited the 
country In 1920 to make a first-hand 
study of conditions. Tt was given

NICKEL WORLD SERIES 
After a remarkable series of ups 
and downs, the New York Glanis 
have managed to win the National 
Baseball League pennant, to the joy 
of New York baseball enthusiasts who 
will now be able to follow the World

then the nickel demanded by the 
The series will be played 
off on consecutive days, the first, 
second, sixth, and seventh games (if 
necessary) being played 
home ground, the 
Polo Grounds, and the third, fourth, 
and fifth at the Yankee Stadium, 
‘The Yankees “won the American 
League pennant some time ago, after 
slaying well in the lead in’ their 
division almost throughout the seaso 
‘The Giants began the season in brave 
style and kept at the top of the table 
until they ran into a” slump and 
senk as low as fifth place in the Na- 
ional League rankings, ‘Their 
recovery was sensational and re- 
iseent of the suceession of 
victories which brought the Chieago 
Cubs to the top towards the end of 
last season. ‘The Giants owe much 
of their sticcess to the pitching of 
Carl Hubbell, who in the critical 
latter stages ‘of the battle for the 
pennant, won sixteen games in 
succession. The "two. New York 
teams have not met in a World Series 
since 1923,” when the Yankees 
Gefeated the Giants by four games to 
two. For the two. preceding years 
the New York rivals had also topped 
their respective Teagues, but the 
victory on both occasions went to 
the Giants. In 1921 the Giants won 
by five games to three, and in 1922 
they made a clean sweep and took 
the world titfe by four games te none, 
The year 1921 wag the last one in 
which the World Series was decided 
bby the best out of nine games; ever 
Jsince it has been decided by the best 
out of seven games.

SINO-JAPANESE RELATIONS AT A CROSS-ROAD 


“China Must Decide Whether or Not to Shake Hands”: 
Tokyo Foreign Minister in Strong Statement 


‘Tokyo, Sept. 28 

“China is now at momentous eross- 
roods: she must decide whether oF 
not to shake hands with Japan.” de- 
‘clared the Minister for’ Foreign 
‘Affairs, “Mr. “Hachico Arita, in the 
course of a long statement’ to-day, 
which, Ihe said, was “Intended for 
the “purpose ‘of making Japan's 
attitude explieit to the world gener- 
ally.” 

“I_ most earnestly hope,” he con~ 
tinued, "that China will grasp ‘our 
‘hand in friendly response, whatever 
difieulties she may have to. sur 
mount. ‘The qutcome of the present 
‘Sino-Japanese negotiations ‘can only, 
bbe wery much betler relations “be 
tween the two" countries, or very 
much worse, In the existing situa 
ton, they shall not be permitted to 
Gritt in the ambiguous manner 
Prevailing in the past." 

‘The statement, which was un- 
expectedly strong, was made by Mr. 
‘Arita before some forty. foreign 
‘correspondents whom he received at 
the Foreign Ofice, ‘The main points 
of Mr. Art's decioration and of his 
Feplies to questions put 10 him after= 
wards were: 

Main Questions 

‘The Chinese Government and the 
Kuomintang could not evade respon- 
sibility for the recent anti-Japanese 
incidents. China should. carry out 
‘more effective control of anti-Japan- 
‘ese agitation, and make more con 
Structive efforts drastically to m= 
prove Sino-Japanese relations, era> 
Gicating, once and for all, the anti- 
‘Japanese trouble. 

‘Opinion was’ steadily gaining 
ground among the Japanese "public 
/at home and Japanese’ in China that 
further negotiations with China were 
useless, "Should the present negotia- 
tions be terminated’ as useless, the 
lives and property of the large 
Japanese population in China could 
hot be left exposed to any further 
‘danger, and It would be necessary to 
‘consider the steps to be taken tn 
that eventuality. 

‘Japan expected China to draw up 
‘a definite, “constructive ps 
for the extermination of 
Japonism. 

“No Tangible Resul 

Mr. Arita began his statement by 
‘emphasizing that, since he assumed 
‘office (March 9, 1836), he had been 
endeavouring to readjust Sino: 
‘Japanese relations. These endeavours 
hhad yielded “no tangible result.” On 
the contrary, various questions had 
been left unsettled, “creating a 
Hloomy “atmosphere ‘that was be- 
clouding ‘relations between the two 
countries, 

Referring to the Swatow, Chengtu, 
Pakhol, Hankow and Shanghai ‘in- 
cidents, Mr. Arita sald the. vietims 
‘were Japanese soldiers, officials and 
residents. Tho Chinese authorities 
hhad more than once Issued statements 
pledging to bring anti-Japanese agita- 
tion ‘under control, but these “under 
fakings had been ‘of no avail.

The Problem of “Face”

Nanchang, Sept. 16. 

It is endeavoured in rural. service 
to organize the people for sel-hele, 
selfdevelopment and self-realization 
Over and again have welfare work- 
ers found much arable Jand inthe 
village uncultivated and fallow for 
the simple reason that plgs and covis 
were allowed to roam. By helping 
the villagers to organize into mutual 
protection societies whieh impose 
fines upon those whase animals des 
troy people's green crops, much 
arable land is Immediately made 
‘once more productive, One village 
reported that since the organization 
of the society, ft ad made n great 
net gain of $200 through winter erops 
which otherwise would have ber 
Impossible to produce. 

‘The same. thing is’ true with re- 
forestation activities. There are bar- 
en hills and waste lands everywhere 
im Kiangsl. Even without any effort 
on the part of men, shrubs and trees 
‘will grow, but fuel’ gatherers do not 
permit plants to live’ long. ‘The 
‘welfare worker has, however, found 
that people appreciate the value of 
forests and are ready to plant and 
protect young trees, if fuel gathering 
s controlled. To-day people are 
being organized for reforestation and 
co-operative protection. 

‘One thing with which we have 
been deeply impressed in rural 
Kiongal is the large number of lav: 
sults, a greater number of them 
boing in the more prosperous dis- 
{riet. Often the amount is little but 
the subsequent. i will is intense, 
‘The problem of “face” is a majae 
cause of many. Perhaps. the single 
item of the largest amount of passive 
‘ood—sood from saving waste which 
the welfare centres have contributed 
in the last two years—has been the 
farbitration of local disputes, Tt Is 
too long to deseribe any single ease 
but the workers Have also. helped 
the people to organize many villa 
arbitration boards, which are doing 
‘much In saving the poor people from 
bbankruptey.

Problem of Land Tenure 


Some friends of China fecl thet 
the reconstruction attempts in China 
in general and in Kiangst in parti- 
cular are not thorough because the 
authorities have not tackled the 
problem of land tenure. It may not 
be out of place here to report what 
round work has been accomplished 
and is being pushed ahead vigor~ 
ously in the Province. The last 
registration of land in Kiangst took 
place in the Ming Dynasty. As a 
matter of fact, to-day no one save 
the owner knows exnetly how murh 
land he owns, for the land tax. is 
still collected according to the land 
deeds. and the original owners were 
‘dead Tong ago.

It will 
be carried out during the second 
halt of this year. ‘This was not 
done before, because unless those 
who are engaged in field work are 
known to the farmers as their friends 
ay the welfare workers are, no. ar- 
curate information ean be obtained 
from the people. Primarily the pric~ 
pose of this sample survey is for the 
future evaluation of the welfare work 
but at the same time light will be 
shed toon different aspects of the 
life of the farmer to-day. Based upon 
this new Information the welfare 
work ean be better planned and 
more effectively carried out. 


‘Three-Xear Plan 


This plan was adopted by the 
Provincial Government at its execu- 
tive meeting of March 17 for the 
work of the ten centres and other 
Fural reconstruction units in. Kiangst 
‘A new provinelal commission on 
Fural improvement was set up at the 
same time to carry out this plan in 
‘a supervisory capacity. At present 
‘there are altogether in’ the province 
‘Afteen reconstruction units in which 
this plan is being carried out: each 
includes a chu’ (istrict) and the 
position of chuhead is concurrently 
held by a member of the staff of the 
reconstruction unit.

Thieves Rob New Post Master

‘Tachientu, Aug. 28. 

Yesterday was the birthday of 
Confuelus and the sehools along the 
frontier commemorated the event 
with holiday. Speeches were made 
‘and processions marched and the day 
‘was generally. observed, "There are 
till afew schools here that adhere 
to the old system of teaching the 
Analects and othor Chinese classics 
‘and there remain a few old pedago- 
ues who are able to Instruct in the 
Four Books. There is a combination, 
however, between the old and the 
new and many of the old teachers 
are teaching the new books 

‘The Laoshan from Shens! changes 
very slowly and pins his faith very 
deeply in the classics. He firmly 
believes that the world will only be 
habitable in so far as st adheres 19 
the teaching of Confucius and that 
mankind will be "saved only trom 
ruin by following the  prineiple 
“That all within the four seas are 





brothers.” ‘The Laoshan has had the 
misfortune to live ina period of 
transition, He has seen great em+ 


pies crumble and ‘fall. “He has wit- 
essed the xe-birth of a great nallen 
and naturally he moves very eautious- 
ly, He accepts the new but follows 
the old, He still believes that the 
princely man follows righteousness, 
for should do so, and that the mean 
‘mon thinks only of gain, 

It Is not strange, therefore, that 
the Laoshan, the merchant princes 
fof the Tibetan frontier, should want 
their children to know the Four 
Books and the Five Classles, whielt 
fare ns follows: the Great Learning, 
the Doctrine of the Mean, the An 
eels, and Menclus; and’ the Book 
of Changes, the Book of History, the 
Odes, the "Book of Rites, and’ the 
Spring and Autumn Annals, Tho 
‘unfortunate thing is that a youngster 
may have all this profound learning 
catetully packed inside his tle head 
tnd like a dinosaur’s egg it may 
never be of usc. ‘To remember this 
‘great man’s birthday Js a step In the 
Fight direction, as he. trled to tench 
the great. principle "Do not do. to 
others what you do not wish done 
to yourself.” 

Post Master Robbed 

Nows has just reached ‘Tachienlu 
of the robbery of the Chinese post 
master on his way in to Batang. "We 
saw Mr, Yu before he left and he 
‘was very busy preparing for. the 
Yong journey. He had» prepared 
‘many supplies and carried with hin. 
@ quantity of stamps and” money. 
‘This simply had to bo done as aero: 
planes are not yet carrying ready 
cash to this distant outpost and a 
Chinese post office simply must have 
stamps. 

Mr, Yu took every precaution and 
waited patiently Ul there was a 
suflielently strong caravan of Chinese 
and Tibetans to take the risk of 
crossing the high passes—there are 
thirteen passes between Tachienli 
and Batang, the lowest boing the 
edo whieh 's around 18,000 ft. ho 
Were also enough armed mon in th 
party to withstand an ordinary ati 
from Tibetan robbers. An ordinary 
‘Tibetan escort through the grasslands 
now stipulates so many rupees, x0 
many guns. And all these conditions 
were fulflied. ‘The postal caravan 
erossed the Gazhe pass, 16,000 ft. and 
reached Yakiang safely. " Hore the 
Nyachu was erossed and the party 
started to climb the Rama pass, also 
16,000 ft. A night was spent at Maggie 
Dzong. " The caravan was now. in 
aimeult and dangerous country but 
safely reached the deserted resthous» 
at Hochuka. Next day the high: pass 
before reaching Litang was climbed 
and the party was only a few hours 
from this dirty Jama eity. And what 
they had expected along this high 
‘and dangerous road suddenty happen- 
ed. Five miles from Litang, a litle 
‘over one hour's Journey, a ‘band of 
‘Tibetan robbers ‘rose up from. no 
where and eleaned the party of all 
it carried, 

‘Tibetan bandits are natural psycho- 
ogists and know how a large cara: 
van will relax after days of tension 
Whon it nears a centre. "Frequently 
the armed escort will ride on ahead 
when It foolishly considers the dan- 
Ber zone Is past, We have had this 
‘experience time and again. Our 
escort, from some vaniage point on 
the high pass will sce the village 
far below, and ride ahead with 1 
object of ‘securing quarters for the 
night and preparing butter-tea. ‘Tibe- 
tan robbers, however, have keen eyes 
and readily appreciate the tiredness 
ind anxlely of a earavan when it Is 
near the end of Its journey. There 
ig usually a cairn at the point where 
the pass begins to descend and when 
‘a Tibetan earavan reaches this cairn 
it fs customary to give a wild, united 
yell of thanksgiving and piteh a stone 
‘nto the cairn, 

No One Injured 


Fortunately no one was injured but 
everyone must have had some 






































shock, Ugly swords and vicious 
knives are freely brandished and the 
robbers usually are covered by an 
armed party a short distance away 
It _was at this point some years ago 
that the Tibetans "robbed "a dead 
Chinese magistrate of his” buria! 

He was being. carried 
from Litang to ‘Tachlenlu” and the 
coffin was placed near the resthouse 
at Hochuka.

Sum 
mer and winter it is usually covered 
with snow. How the lonely courier 
with his bag of mail matter gets over 
this terrible pass in the depth of 
winter will be an outstanding epic 
when the history of the Chinese Post 
OMmce comes to be written. ‘That the 
CPO, persists in maintaining this 
distant office shows a wonderful 
spirit of adventure. Under ordinary 
conditions the postal runner might 
Jgct through In Aifteen days of eighteen 
stages; but high snow bound passes 
have to be crossed, rivers have to 
be forded, nights have to be spent 
out in the open, feree dogs have to 
bbe encountered, and lawless nomads 
have to be dodged.

INCOMPETENCY OF 
TEACHERS 


Students Demand Their 
Dismissal 
Frost A. Comesroxntst 


Chungking, Sept. 19. 

Abroad, few students would dare to 
accuse one of their teachers of in- 
‘competency, but in China, things are 
‘apparently different. On’ September 
14, students of the Municipal Middle 
School at Liang Lu Kou opened a 
campaign against the leaching. staft. 
Over a hundred students proceeded 
fen masse to the munleipal couneil, 
‘and demanded that their teachers be 
discharged on the grounds of in- 
‘competency. 

‘Naturally enough, this request was 
tumed down, whereupon most of the 
older students of the school declared 
@ strike and left the premises of 
their own accord on Seplember 1 
Suspected of having been behind the 
movement, an ex-English teacher has 
been arrested. All the striking 
students were expelled on September 
16, but those who submitted a written 
letter of apology were permitted to 
return on the following day. 

Fourteen students, having passed 
the entrance examinations of Cheng- 
tu University, arrived in Chungking 
from Peiping’ a few days ago, and 
some other students from Shanghai 
‘and Nanking are expected to arrive 
within the course of the next few 
days, Tenders for the construction 
of new premises for the school are 
to be invited in Nanking at the end 
of the month. 

‘A model village is to be built near 
Chengtu. ‘The provineial government 
has selected a vacant lot, near the 
Chengiu East Gate, some’ ten i in 
fength, as the site. ' According to the 
regulations governing this model 
village, anyone may buy land in it, 
bout the price of this land is to be 
fixed by the government, which will 
‘also design the type of house to be 
erected. 











Railway Sleepers 


On September 15, samples of 
timber from the thick forests in 
Lifan and Tfenchuan were sent from 
Chengtu to the Chiaotung University 
‘im Shanghai, which is to conduct an 
investigation into the suitability of 
this wood in the making of railway 
sleepers. Should tests be successful,

fore, be made in the name’ of the 
Chungking Bankers Association, 

Each modern bank, with the one 
exception of the Pingming Bank, is

$200,000 which is to be paid by the 
hhative banks, in the form of pro- 
‘missory notes payable partly at the 
fend of the month and partly at the 
middle of October. 

‘Moil-bags on the Chengtu-Kuan-

Two Others Wounded: Surprise Attack by Gunmen: 
Special Constable Arrests Chinese 


NAVAL LANDING PARTY ISOLATES WHOLE DISTRICT 


Tension Bases as Bulk of the Japanese Forces Withdraw: 
Area Now Patrolled from New Depots Established 


IRST Class Scaman Asamitsu Taminato lies dead, Second Class 

Seaman Yoshini Deriba and First Class Seaman Yoshitane 
Yawata are seriously wounded as the result of a murderous attack 
by gunmen in Haining Road, on Sept. 23. The three men were 
Innded from H.IJ.MS. Izumo as part of the reinforcements 
for the Japanese Landing Party here. Of duty that evening, 
thoy were walking with another sailor down Haining Road in 
the dircetion of Woosung Rond and had paused to look into a 
shop window near the intersection, when a hail of hullets was 
fired from behind them. 

Taminato, the first hit, started to run and then staggered across 
Haining Road to a Japanese bookstore on the southeast corner. 
where he expired, shot through the heart. ‘The others fled to the 
same store, the two wounded men being hit immediately after 
Taminato, 

It is believed that four men were the assailants. ‘They are| 
alleged to have fired from an alleyway a few yards from the 
intersection. One Chinese in coolie clothes, alleged to have been 
one of the féur, was arrested by S.M.P. Special Constable McAllan. 
assisted by bystanders. He was immediately taken to the Chapoo 
Road sub-station of the Japanese Naval Landing Party for ques- 
tioning. 

‘The Landing Party almost immediately were on the scene 
and a strong cordon of men was thrown around the area, extend- 
ing from Miller Road on the east to beyond Chapoo Road on the 
west, and from Quinsan Road on the south to Range Road on the 
north. All traffic in the area—trams, buses, motor cars, and 
pedestrians—was stopped and all occupants of houses in the dis- 
trict kept in thelr own premises. A house-to-house search was 
started which was kept up until the early hours of next morning. 

A definite casing of the tension in Hongkew was observed 
‘on September 24, but the Naval Landing Party and bluejackets 
continued in virtual control of the district, with sentrics posted 
at all strategie points and heavily armed patrols riding through| 
the streets continually. Japanese armed power also was displayed| 
in Chapel, whence a small exodus of residents took place. Regrets| 
were formally expressed by Settlement and Chinese officials. The| 
investigation of the crime was continued by the Naval Landing| 
Party. Consular Police, and the Settlement Police. 

Of the two, wounded men, one is reported to be in a serious| 
condition, owing to a heavy loss of blood. This sailor was shot 
through both arms. ‘The other man, wounded in the elbows, is| 
believed to be on the road to recovery. 

‘Three Chinese are in custody over the affair. The most| 
significant arrest. was that of a young Chinese by S.M.P. 
Srecial Constable McAllan, assisted by passers-by. ‘This’ man, 
whose name is given as Chang Jung-ho, aged 21, was seized near 
the scene, He was picked up near a P.W.D. sand-box in which a 
discarded Mauser pistol was later found.

At the frst meeting this season of 
the Joint Committee of Shanghai 
Women's Organizations held on Sept. 
23 at the home of Otrs. Esson M. 
Gale, Mr. HJ. Timperley, Cor- 
respondent for’ the “Manchester 
Guardian,” presented the results. of 
the ‘recreational experiment carried 

luring July and August among tho 
anpaid apprentices in the shops of the 
Yangtzepoo district. 

Soon after his arrival from Peiping, 
‘Mr, Timperley visiied several of the 
factories in and about Shanghal, ind- 
{ing in all of thom an urgent need for 
recreational and medical faciilties. 
Working from ten to twelve hours a 
day, undernourished, and sulfering 
from eye troubles, poisoned arms and 
legs due to lack of medical attention, 
the apprentices who are all under 
‘eighteen, and one-third of whom are 
under sixteen, have vory little time, 
(oF opportunity for anything ix lige but 
work of the hardest kind, 

From people interested in these 
boys, a provisional comimilice headed 
by ‘Mr. Timperley grew. up, and 
sponsored, as an experiment, three 
nights @ week of recreation for ap- 
prentices employed in the Yangtzepoo 
district and who attend night-school 
at Kinchow Road during ihe winter 
months. ‘The Shanghai Municipal 
Couneil toaned the use of the school 
grounds, and a trained games super- 
visor was  obiained through the 
Chinese ¥. M,C. A. 


Games For Boss 
‘An average of one hundred young. 
sters came each niga and displayed 
their appreciation “by playing in 
@ very orderly manner. Games and 
Sports including football, basketball,

Cultural Advancement 


Ching’s cultural relations with the 
world had been greatly influenced by 
political developments. Before com- 
jing in contact with western nations, 
her elvilization had exerted a domi 
hating Influence throughout Asia 
‘Attor suffering defeat, she began to 
send. students abroad to discover the 
Secret of thelr strength. This move~ 
ment had eon kept up until: the 
pretent day, Through these students, 
A constant flow of new ideas and 
deals had eon introduced and as- 
similated, combining towards the 
evolution of a new economic and 
soelal order. 

‘During recent years, there had 
been signe that elements of Chinese 
culture were being more and more 
appreciated by western nations. Evi- 
dences of this were the warm recep 
tion given to the Chinese Art Ex- 
hibition in, Londam, and to Mr. Mei 
Lan-fang during his visit to Soviet 
Russia, Dr. Kuo suggested that the 
elements of Chinese culture, art, 
dvama and literature would some day 
‘vecome the spirituakunion between 
China and the modern world. 

Because of her great progress dur- 
ing vecent years, the potentialities of 
China as a world market were now 
attracting more interest and atten 
tion than ever before. ‘The Amer- 
ican, British and German Economic 
Missions, as well as other missions, 
represented a keen interest in the 
economic development of China, and 
In the greater opportunities for trade. 
During recent years, the nations 
trading with China had been vieing 
with each other to occupy first place 
in her foreign trade. It was his bee 
Nef that with the gradual unfolding 
of China's programme of reconstruc 
tlon, her need of foreign products 
and’ manufactures would multiply. 
With the improvement and standard- 
lation of her commodities, her export 
trade would increase as a natural 
result. 

Chinese manufacturers, also, were 
beginning to find an outiet for their 
products. The Chinese Goodwill Mis- 
slon to Slam, the Shanghal Industrial 
Mission to the South Seas, and, in 
Shanghai, the Chinese - American 
‘Frade Council, and the Chinese Brit- 
ish ‘Trade Couneil, were all helping 
to this end, and by thelr very exist- 
‘ence were ‘evidences of the realiza- 
tion that international trade was of 
mutual benefit, that a nation must 
import in order to export, and that 
nnations depend upon cach’ other for 
their wants and necessities in life. 

Relations with Great Britain 

China's relations with Great Brie 
tain had never been more cordial 
than they were to-day, and Britain 
had in different ways shown her 
willingness to. satisfy China's na~ 
tionalist aspirations. With the arrival 
of the new British Ambassador, hope 
ran high among both Chinese and 























Britishers that he would be instru- 
‘mental in bringing about closer co- 
operation between the two countries, 
‘The relationship between China and 
the United States, covering a period 
of a century and a half, had also 
been characterized by a\ spirit’ of 
cordiality and friendliness. 

Dz. Koo elted an interview 
by Frederick Moore to a newspaper 
in Japan, in whieh he expressed the 
pinion that American friendly senti- 
ment towards China had now. di- 
‘minished almost to vanishing point, 
‘An American lecturer who recently 
visited Shanghai quoted one of his 
countrymen, who sald that the problem 
before the American was “how to get 
America out of China and China out 
of America”. “He was sure that these 
statements did not at all represent 
American sentiment, not even that 
of extreme isolationists. 

During “his recent visit to the 
United ‘States, he found a growing 
Interest on the part of the Amer: 
ican government and people towards 
‘China, and the progress she was mak- 
Ing in ‘the various phases of ‘her 
national iife. ‘The " arrangements 
made towards the further stabiliza- 
tion of China's curreney testified to 
the willingness of the American 
Government to co-operate with China 
in her efforts towards monetary and 
Aseal reform.

Fears for Institute of Pacific 
Relations 


The fear that the Institute of 
Pacific Relations would develop 
Into a conference provided for the 
purpore of allowing Russia, Japan 
and’ China to present propaganda to 
delegates of other nations, was ox- 
pressed by Dr. ¥. ¥. Tsu, u member 
Of the faculty of St. John's Univer= 
sity, at a luncheon given under the 
auspices of the International Fricnd- 
ship Committee of the Community 
Chitreh, at the Navy Y.M.C.A. 
‘on Sept. 22, Dr, Tsu, who is a mem. 
ber of the’ faculty’ of St. John's 
University, was himself a delegate 
tothe conference of the Institute 
eld in the Yosemite National Paric 
last. month, 

Dr. Tsu said that there was a 
tendency in. this direction, as one 
nation was inclined to make its 
delegates oficial spokesmen for the 
foreign policy of the nation, whereas 
the purpose of the conference was 
to provide a means whereby _un- 
oficial delegates from Pacifle coun- 
{ries might come together to discuss 
their problems in a friendly manner. 

‘The Chinese delegation was made 
up of academic men who were 
‘anxious to adopt a scholarly attitude 
towards the problems emerging 
from the conference. Dr. Tsu spoke 
highly of the two Russian delegates 
who were present, stating that they 
presented their cise in the most 
brilliant: manner. 

It was evident, he continued, that 
‘the United States was most Interested 
in her internal affairs at present, 
‘and she did not intend to use force 
in the Far East as a means to sup- 
port treaty guarantees. The question 
‘of the Philippines was the subject 
of a heated discussion at the con- 
ference, when the possibility of a 
neutrality pact was debated. A large 
proportion of the delegates to the 
conference were greally depressed 
‘with the discussions centering around 
North China.

Two of the youths, named 
Chernyshet and Grigorief, also are 
alleged to have made an attempt, @ 
week ago, to break open the safe'in 
the vestry of Holy ‘Trinity Cathedral, 
in which silver vessels and collection 
money were kept, An application 
for their handing over will be made 
to the French Pollee by the Sottle- 
‘ment Police, it is understood.

left unbolted, ‘They made thelr way 
to the vestry’ and started working on 
the safe, a small affair, ‘They spent 
considerable time and effort in an 
‘attempt to force "it, but had no 
success, ‘The next‘ morning, a 
Chinese employed in the Cathedral 
noticed marks on the safe and the 
police were called in.

{ained that an attempt at breaking 
had been made, the culprits having 
used crude implements, Including 
pair of seissors.

Old Custom Dating to Time 
of Emperor Napoleon 


A. French egal custom dating 
buck to the time of the Emperor 
Napoleon was brought into use for 
the Mrst time in the French Consular 
Court, on Sept. 21, when the auction 
‘of some Honan Road Extension prop- 
‘erty took place before Judge Rivelain 
Kaufman, and Messrs. E, Chollot and 
Ballandras, who acted ag assessors. 
‘To give the bidders ample opportun- 
ily to advance on the previous offer, 
@ candle, burning for one minute, 
‘was lit of the announcement of each 
id, At the conelusion of the bidding, 
three one-minute candles were lit to

Old French Custom 








‘Though common enough in courts 
in France, this custom. has never 
been wed before in Shanghal, Ib 
dates back to the year 1906, when it 
was instituted by the Court de 
Procédure, In earliest times, pro 
erties for sale by auction’ were 


announced publicly, and the sale took 
place in the street. ‘There were many 
inconveniences inthis system, howe 
fever, ay bidders would crowd around, 
the ‘offers would become contused, 
and a spectator at the back of the 
erowd suddenly might find himselt 
landed with a property costing thot 
ands of francs, A'new system: ther 
fore was introduced by Henti It In 
1661, whereby bids had to be sub- 
mitted in writing to the Registrar of 
the Court, 

‘The deeds drawn up by prosyective 
buyers, however, were very lengthy, 
and there wore’ other drawbacks to 
this system, so that the candle uystem 
was devised and this has remained a 
part of French Jaw for well over a 
contury. Tt makes a dramatic scene, 
‘A. bidder makes an offer, and. tho 
tte candle, placed in a prominent 
Position in the Court, is it by the 
Registrar, Breathlessly, the bidder 
watches the candle flicker, hoping no 
other offer will be made wntil the 
tiny flame dies down, Even it no 
offer has been advanced by that time, 
hg still has to wateh two other one: 
minute candles burn to a Snish, ‘The 
twlumph of the one whose bid’ out 
lasts three candles makes it all well 
worth while, 

‘The Property's Romance

One commentator remarked to him 
that the Chinese were of good size, 
healthy-looking, and smart, but the 
impression in’ Germany previously 
had beon that they were’ dwarfish, 
and could not walk straight.

Although the Chinese team had not 
done so well in tho Games, the foot- 
ball team had made a good showin;

Our labour,» too, 
‘of whieh We are so. proud, 1s" often 
oor in quality, though our “people 
fare industrious, pationt, faithful, and 
brave, yet not intelligent enough for 
up-to-date scientille management and 
not healthy enough to supply a new.

A Product of Time 

What a deplorable economie state 
this is in which we find. ourselves! 
Our economic problem essenti- 
ally and urgently’ isa problem 
of production—to move from a deflelt, 
to a surplus social economy.

‘Wu Lien-teh, chairman of the Central Cholera Bureau, has 


bulletin of the year, Although: 
for the fourth year in succession, 


in spite of the fact that climatic conditions were favourable for 
its development, a marked prevalence was noted in other bowel 
diseases, particularly typhoid. Dr. Wu accounts for the successful 


stemming of cholera to greater 


health consciousness among the 


masses, more extensive pure water supplies, and successful pro- 
paganda and public health measures, 


‘To combat typhoid, dysentery, and 
other bowel diseases Dr. Wu suggests 
that a campaign, similar to. that 
Jaunched against cholera, ‘be carried 
‘out, With this end in view he pro- 
poses replacing the present Central 
Cholera Bureau by a Joint Summer 
Disease Bureau and aim for a heal- 
thier” Shanghal. His bulletin, — in 
which he sets out these ideas, follows. 

‘Two and half months have passed 
since the publication of the last Bul- 
Jolin (uly 18). During this period 
although a close watch has been 
made over every case of gastro-en- 
teritis admitted into hospital, not one 
‘of authentic cholera has been dia- 
mosed elther in Shanghai or ony 
other port of China. ‘The disease is 
not likely to appear this year. 

‘The year 1936 may therefore be 
called the fourth consecutive cholera- 
free year (with the exception of a 
few sporadic cases in 1934), although 
for some time past it has been con- 
sidered by many health authorities 
5 a critical one, Several reasons 
have been ‘given for this happy stale 
Of affairs, and among them may be 
mentioned greater health-conscious 
ness among the masses, more extensive 
pure water-supply, more successful 
Propaganda and public health mea- 
sures by municipal and other organi- 
zations, diminished incidence of 
cholera in neighbouring endemic 
centres and continued intensive anti= 
cholera vaceination, 


It may be that the above points 
have contributed more or less. to 
the result, but {wo facts appear 
clearly: 

‘The Importance of co-operation and 
tempered publielty In health: matters. 

‘The need of disregarding the common 
view that “Shanghal fs an’ endemic 
centre of choler 

Apart from the value of prophylac- 
tic Inoculation, Isboratory investiga 
tions have tended to prove the negil- 
ble part played by human carriers 
in the onlgin and spread of cholera, 
‘This is In direct contradiction to an- 
other serious bowel disease, namely 
typhoid, whore the healthy carrier is 
8 most dangerous person and should 
ve protected against, 


‘The past two summers, 1935-6 have 
been characterized ‘by ‘fairly high 
temperature (Max. 1008 degrees F.) 
with very high humidity in contrast 
fo the summer of 1934 when the 
temperalure reached a record of 
1044 degrees F. (Max. with a com- 
paratively low’ humidity, Although 
the meteorological data’ appeared 
favourable for cholera in 1030 ns 
judged by Indian experience, we have 
‘been tortunate in China ‘in “being 
‘entiely free from the Infection, 

However, if cholera has been 
‘absent in Shanghai and other coastal 
cities, there has been a marked pre- 
valence of other bowel diseases like 
dbsentery and typhoid. ‘The letter 
has been particularly’ severe. In 
‘Shanghai, Swatow, Amoy, and Can- 
ton, recently visited by me, the death 
rate has ‘been ‘considerable. ‘The 
1935-1036 gures for Shanghai, par= 
‘ticularly high in July and August, 
are as follows:

‘The value of anti-typhoid inocula 
tion is abundantly proved by the 
comparative absence of the disease 
‘among Chinese troops who receive 
‘eomputsory vaceination,

‘This is the Inst bulletin of the 
year, The Central Cholera Bureau 
may’ be congratulated upon the 
generous co-operation and support of 
its constituent members, including 
‘the municipal and other’ health de- 
partments and institutions, without 
which its work would not have been 








Possible. In view of the success 
which has so far attended the cam- 
aign against cholera, it might be 
advisable to expand the work of the 
Bureau so as (0 include other bowel 
diseases like typhold, - dysentery, 
various forms of gastro-entertis, etc. 

‘The causes and methods of preven- 
tion of these infections ‘run slong 
more or less similar lines. I. feel 
that what has been accomplished in 
the case of cholera could also be 
duplicated in other bowel complaints. 
T propose later in the year to submit 
a plan for the establishment of a 
Joint Summer Diseases Bureau to re- 
lace the present Central Cholera 
Bureau for co-ordinating the several 
‘activities, “here and elsewhere. A. 
healthy Shanghat is as much an asset 
to China and the world as a wealthy 
and model settlement. 





NEW ADMIRAL OF U.S. 
ASIATIC FLEET 


Rear-Admiral H. E. Yarnell to 
‘Take Over 


Rear-Admiral Harry E. Yarnell, 
Row in command of the Fourteenth 
Naval Districtand of the Pearl Har. 
bour Naval Base, will take over the 
command of the U.S. Asiatic Fleet 
at the latter part of next month, re- 
placing Admiral Orin G. Murfin, who 
took over the command of the Fleet 
in October last year. Admiral Muran 
will take over Rear-Admiral Yar- 
nell’ post in Honolulu, and will re- 
turn to his usual rank of Reat- 
Admiral. ‘The former, when he takes 
over out here in the Far East, will 
become Admiral during his tenure. 

Rear-Admiral Yarnell will arrive 
in Shanghai to take over his new 
duties on October. 19 in the ss. Pro- 
sident Coolidge, and it is expected 
that shortly afier ‘his arrival tho 
taking over ceremony will be held on 
board the USS. Augusta. Whether 
OF not the Augusta will ‘remain in 
the Fleet as, the Sagship will be 
decided by the new admiral. Last 
year Admiral Murfin, with his choice 
Of the Augusta or the Omaha as his 
agship, chose he former because of 
er better accommodation in tropical 
weather. 

No date has as yot been set for 
Admiral “Murfin's “departure from 
Asiatle waters, but it is assumed that 
he wil! leave shortly before the 
first of November. 

















Arrival Next Week. 

Admiral Murfin is expected to 
errive here next Thursday in the 
USS. Isabel, the fret of the ships 
Of the US. Asiatic Fleet to come to 
Shanghai on the annual trip south 
to Manila that the Fleet makes each 
Gutumn after spending the summer 
‘ot northern ports. Shortly after, des- 
troyers, “gunboats, and submarines 
will eait at Shanghai, ond will re- 
main here for several weeks before 
continuing on southward to. the 
Philippines 

No definite dates have been set. 
for the arrival of the various units 
of the feet, but It is expected that 
leven destroyers will follow the 
USS. Augusta, and will in turn bo 
followed by six submarines and a 
Gepot ship. Finally, various gunboats 
tnd subsidiary ships will arrive. 
‘About 8.000 officers and men of about 
25 ships are expected to be in Shang-

PAKHOI INCIDENT 


Appeal for Conciliation 


To the Editor of the 
“Normi-Cumwa Day News” 
Sim—A short time ago your 
sditorial comment on the unfortinote 
Shengtu incident under the title of 
“Chengtu Tragedy” was editorially 
appreciated by the Edilor of "Tokyo 
Ashai Shimbun" here. We were 
‘wishing its speedy and satisfactory 
seltlement might be found belween 
the Tokyo and the Nanking Govern- 
ments so as to bring about effectively 
the all-important readjustment of 

Sino-Jopanese relationships, when 
[second murder incident took place at 
Pakhoi which has sent us to. the 
bottom of despair. Personally, I 
have experienced an indescribable 
‘moral shock at this utterly unexpect- 
ed second outbreak of a mob murder 
ease almost immediately after. the 
atrocities perpetrated in the coldest 
blood at Chengtu. I repeatedly read 
‘your leading article under the head- 
line of “More Mob Fury”. which 
Domei reported to the vernacular 
Papers here in Tokyo, and whose 
ably-writien, most sympathetic tenor 
‘was commented on in high terms by 
them. 

I know well enough the untoward 
situation in which the neighbouring 
‘countries have been placed since the 
‘outbreak of the Manchurian imbroglio, 
‘and I sympathize with them to a eer 
fain extent. But just imagine for a 
moment the cold-bloodedness and, 
insatiable spitefulness with which the 
murder of Mr. Jyunzo Nakano must 
hhave been committed. He had lived 
in Pakhol_more than 30 years and 
been a law-abiding honest citizen 
whom his Chinese friends there had 
[learned to love and respect. Having 
(but aside his prejudices against inter- 
Joational marriage, Mr. Nakano had. 
married a Chinese lady who bore 
him two children. The latter have 
grown up splendidly, whom the 
father loved almost passionately and 
through whom he was embracing a 
‘great hope of contributing towards 
the realization of better neighbour- 
ines of the two countries when he 
‘was suddenly wrenched away 10 
‘cruelly. 

Tam told that Mr. Nakano used to. 
‘say, whenever he had a Japanese 
visit ever regret to be 
‘buried in the Chinese soil as 1 love 
this my second native place here 
sincerely and faithfully. Tam glad 
to see my little kids growing up day 
by day, not only because they are of 
‘my own blood but also because they 
fare proud of their mother. ‘They are 
feonscious that it ts their duly to be 
‘2 loyal Japanese subject as well as 
8 faithful citizen of Pakhol. T have 
more friends among the Chinese than 
Jamong my compatriots, and quite 
naturally I love this small town 
dearly.” 

Mr. Nakano enjoyed prosperity an 
‘business and was very much liked 
by his Chinese neighbours. Though 
they were unable, or rather not bold 
‘enough, to rescue’him at the uprising 
fof the mob who were instigated 
‘openly why those of the 19th Route 
‘Army who have enterlained a deep- 
rooted choler against the Japanese 
fever since the Shanghai incident, his 
iendly neighbours were exceedingly 
sorry and herror-stricken to witness 
hhim being dragged out into the street 
and murdered in the most cruel 
manner imaginable. ‘The murdered 
‘exclaimed at the last moment, "God 
be mereiful to them!" in’ great 
despair, 

In this dilemma a conciliatory 
attitude on both sides is the only 
‘means (o put a stop to any further 
jperpetration of such atrocity at the 
hhands of Chinese. Japan has shown 
it full enough when she ordered her 
warship Saga to refrain from send- 
ing a landing party to Pakhoi in 
spite of her righteous indignation 
against General Tsai Ting-kal, com- 
mander of the 19th Route Army. It 
‘Japan were so reckless as the latler 
‘and were warlike and aggressive by 
nature as some foreigners misjudge 
her to be, it would be a very good 
‘opportunity for her to make a 
military adventure at Pakhoi for she 
is fully convinced to win the game. 
‘But she will not wait forever un- 
less General ‘Tsai becames | more 
sober-minded and gives up his ehildish 
chimera to play a hero once again.

General Scheme: Increased! 
Production 





The State Government of New 
South Wales foreshadowed in a re~ 
eent transaction the rise of a town 
and port which will be second to 
Newcastle as a manufecturing centre 
outside Sydney. It has sold to 
Australian Iron and Steel, Ltd., 1,663 
eres of land at Port Kembla, ‘a few 
miles south of the metropolis, on 
whlch the company has plans for the 
expenditure of between 1,000,000 
and £2,000,000. Australian Iron and 
Steel, td., was established some 
years ago. “The Government about 30 
Years back spent £1,000000 on a 
diMcutt task in the formation ‘of a 
harbour, ‘but for some reason the 
istrict ‘did not progress in the way 
antleipated. Other works were estab 
lished at the port, one of which was 
Lysaghts’ manufacture of galvanized 
Iron. 

‘The agreement made with the 
Government stipulates that £ 1,000,000 
will be spent within ve years, ‘The 
company, however, expects to ex: 
end that amount’ in about three 
years, and the industries to be estab- 
lished will include pig Iron, steel, 
galvanized iron, galvanized ‘iron, 
sheets, tin plate and tin containers, 
wire ‘netting and wire nails and 
material for motor bodies. “An sero- 
drome is to be laid down ond slips 
for seaplanes, the proposals providing 
for making aeroplanes and aeroplane 
Darts, ‘The company has acquired in 
the area purchased from the Govern- 
Jment a lagoon with a view to develop- 
lng It at some future time as an inner 
harbour, 

Lysaghts, Lid, also plans to spend 
£500,000 at Port Kembla. 


Acroplane Making Proposats 
‘A technical delegation was sent 
‘abroad recently to collect the latest 














Information for the purpose of 
aeroplane production in Australia, in- 
quirles being made in England ‘and 


America, Its "return is expected 
shortly, ‘and rapid development. of 
the plans will take place. ‘The 
syndicate organizing tho delegation 
has a capital of £36,000, the principal 
‘subscribing companies being the 
Broken Hill Ply. Co. Ltd, Broken 
HIM Associated" Smelters Ltd., and. 
General Motors-Holdens Lid." The 
site for the establishment of the 
works has not yet been delermined, 
one being considered at Melbourne 
and another at Adelaide, but the 
Port Kembla site will also come into 
consideration on account of the 
developments now in progress there. 


Shale Deposits 
‘The Conumonwealth Government is 
determined to use every means os 
sible to secure for Australia some 
immediate supplies of oll, and. is, 
relying on the shale deposlis as the 
first source, while at the same time 
assisting in the search for oll. At 
Newnes, in the Blue Mountains, close 
to Sydney, there are extensive de- 
posits in’ valley, the Newnes- 
Capertée oil shale field, and plant 
machinery that have been estab- 
lished there in the past by compa 
have cost well over £1,000,000. ‘The 
Government has been "inviting p= 
plications from persons or companies 
desirous of producing petrol and oil 
from shale on the Newnes-Capertee 
fold, where the plant ean be secured 
for £34,500, 

‘The Government has decided that 
petrol produced trom shale. in 
Australia will be granted protection 
over imported petrol for i period of 
20 years, up to a maximum of 10,000.- 
00 gallons per annum.» Custonis 
duty now stands at 7d. per gallon on 
imported petrol, and excise of 542d. 
er gallon is payable on petrol pro- 
duced in Australia from’ imported 
crude oil. The controlling committee 
at Newnes has estimated that a 
capital of £600,000 will be required 
fo operate the undertaking. The 
Government has had a number of 
inquiries from British and Austra

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‘APOLEON’S CHINESE 
By Tueocrrrus 


It may come as 2 surprise to 
many to learn that there is a de- 
finite link between China and 
Napoleon Bonaparte, a link that is 
not only historically authentic, but 
which is, furthermore, strengthened 
by the presence in Shanghai to-day 
of records which bear vitally on 
the subject. Interest in this little 
Known aspect of Napoleon's last 
‘ears asa prisoner on the island of 
St. Helena has been renewed as a 
result of the publication of a 
brilliant new play by R. C: Sherritt 
(the author of “Journey's End") 
and Jeanne Casalis. In the last 
scene but one, the action takes 
“place in the garden at Longwood, 
soon after dawn on a fine sunlit, 
day, when there is the sudden and 
unexpected entry of a number of 
Chinese gardeners. 

‘They come in, armed with all the 
implements of thelr trade, Napoleon 
‘waves them away, Later, he sits 
down and takes a nap, drawing his 
hat over his eyes, and composing, 
himself for a brief period of slum- 
ber. Another of the Chinese 
gardeners appears on the scene, to 

gaze for a moment, open-mouthed, 
fon the sleeping Emperor. A mem= 
ber of Napoleon's suite waves him 
away, and the play continues. 











Fiction, founded on fact, was the 
foundation of the play, ‘The salient 
features of “St. Helena,” however, 
are historically accurate, and the 
appearance of the Chinese gard~ 
ners is quite in keeping with the 
history of the little island where 
Napoleon was to die. The island 
‘was discovered and named by the 
Portuguese navigator Jono de Nova 
‘on his voyage home from India on 
May 21, 1502. It was then un- 
inhabited, its first known permanent 
resident being a Portuguese from 
India, who was mutilated when it 
‘was discovered that he had turned 
traitor, and who preferred to be 
marooned to returning to his native 
country in his mutilated condition, 
He died in St, Helena in 1546, 

Although the island is now a 
British possession, the English were 
Jate in appearing ‘on the scene. In- 
deed, in 1564 two Japanese ambas- 
sadots for Rome landed on the 
{sland, four years before Thomas 
Cavendish, the first Englishman 
Known to have visited it, called 
there In June, 1588, on his’ voyage 
around" the’ world. Captain 
Kendall, another British seaman, 
Visited it in 1591, being followed in 
1508 by Sir James Lancaster, on 
his way home from the East.” Sir 
James also called there in 1603, by 
‘which time Portugal had given up 
calling at the islands. 

Atter a brief period of occupation 
by the Notherlands, the East India 
Company appropriated St, Helena, 
being confirmed in their possession 
of the island by a clause in thelr 
charter of 1661. After one half 
hearted attempt by the Netherlands 
to reclaim the island, Britain has 
been in undisturbed possession of 

* St. Helena since 1673, the Bast 
India Company being declared “the 
true and absolute lords. and pro- 
prietors.” At this time, the island 
had a population of about a 
thousand persons, half of this num- 
bor being negro ‘slaves, 

‘The presence of Chinese en the 
island is dircetly attributable to the 
East India Company, which in 1810, 
five years before the arrival of 
Napoleon Bonaparte, commenced to 
import labourers from their factory 
in Canton. ‘The plantations, how- 
ever, continued to be worked by 
the ‘negro slaves; the latter had 
been subjected to really barbarous 
treatment up to the end of the 
eighteenth century, when a new 
code ensured their’ humane treat 
ment and prohibited the importa- 
tion of any new slaves. Eventually, 
between 1820 and 1836, all slaves 
were set at liberty, Formerly an 
important port on the route to 
India, the island, which was ceded 
to the Crown in 1834 by the East 
India Company, lost most of its im= 
portanee and prosperity. with the 
cutting of the Suez Canal. 

















Shanghai has a further link with 
St. Helena at the moment, in ad- 
dition to the Chinese labourers on 
the island, for Napolcon’s personal 
orderly during his last years on the 
island was Captain Englebert, 
Lutyens, of the 20th Regiment of| 
Foot, which is known to-day as the 
Lancashire Fusiliers. After Na- 
poleon's death, the Countess 
Bertrand sent Lutyens a piece of 
coral with some of the Little 
Corporal’s hair, and this, together 
with apiece ‘of wood ‘from his 
coffin, and an intricate candle-stick, 
designed by Napoleon on the Island, 
are kept and carefully guarded with 
the other historieal relies of this 
regiment's illustrious past in Eng- 
land, . 

In the Officers’ Mess of the 
Lancashire Fusiliers in Great! 
Western Road is a large book 
entitled “Letters of Captain Engle- 
bert Lutyens, Orderly Officer at 
Longwood, St. Helena: February: 
1820 to November 1823: Edited by’ 
Sir Lees Knowles,” which was 
presented to the First Battalion by 
Lady Nina Knowles many years 
ago. Napoleon was taken to St. 
Helena In October, 1815, and after 
a short period of residence at “The 
Briars,” moved to his residence at} 
Longwood, where he spent his time: 
chiefly in dictating his memoirs to! 
Count Montholon and tending to his| 
Garden, of which he was inordinate 
ly proud. 

Captain Lutyens’ task was a diffi- 
cult one, and, to a man of his high 
ideals and character, an extremely 
distasteful one at times, for in his| 
capacity as orderly officer at Long- 
‘wood it was his duty to submit daily 
reports as to the movements of his 
distinguished prisoner. ‘The first| 
governor of the island, General 
Wilks, was soon superseded, as it! 
was considered that he was too| 
amenable to Napoleon's influence. 
He was succeeded by Sir Hudson 
Lowe. Sir Hudson was an ex- 
tremely efficient man, with a devo- 
tion to duty that was almost slavish. 
Sir Lees Knowles says that “no| 
document, however trivial, was! 
received at, or sent out from head~ 
quarters, that was not scen, read, 
amended or dictated by Sir Hudson | 

Despite this, or perhaps because 
of it, the British treatment of| 
Napoleon was unfortunate, to say| 
the least, and in later years was 
subject to a great deal of criticism, 
some loyal Britons even going so 
far as to say it would be a stain 
on the history of the British Empire 
for ever. Potty restrictions and 
‘annoyances were heaped upon 
Napoleon. To mention but two. 
Despite the careful watch kept| 
upon him, it was decided that a 
heavy iron railing should be thrown 
around his residence, turning it, in 
actual fact, into a prison and caus 
ing Napoleon « great deal of heart-! 
burning grief. In another case, 
when a really fine telescope arrived 
on the Island, it was immediately’ 
purchased for the Governor, not! 
because he needed it, or that it! 
would assist Napoleon to escape,| 
but merely so that it could not be 
sald that he had a better telescope 
than the Governor. 

It speaks well for Captain 
Lutyens that not only did he carry: 
out his duties to his superior oMcers: 
faithfully and well, but that he 
strained every effort to do so at the| 
minimum hurt to the feelings of his| 
prisoner, who realised the difficulty 
of Lutyens’ position, and appreeiat 
ed his efforts on his behalf to a. 
high degree. Lutyens’ letters to| 
Major Gideon Gorrequer, who was| 
aide-de-camp and acting Military 
Secretary {o Sir Hudson Lowe, form 
the bulk of Sir Lees Knowles" book. 
Not only do they present an in- 
teresting picture of the Little 
Corporal during his last years, 
written by an eye-witness at the 
time, and therefore far elearer and 
truer in thelr detail than any ac~ 
count written afterwards, but they 
are also of interest since they men- 
tion Napoleon's Chinese workmen| 
in a number of places. 





For instance, on April 4, 1820, 
Captain Lutyens wrote the follow- 





garden facing the Guard) fell down’ 
last night. All the servants, stable- 
men, and Chinese have been hard| 
‘at work ever since 6 o'clock this 
morning, supervised by General 
Bonaparle and Count Bertrand. 
‘The General is visible to every! 
person in the grounds. Count Mon-- 
tholon has been very ill during the: 
night with constant vomiting. 1 
heard the sentry at the back of 
my bed-room calling out, and went 
fo see what was the matter, when 
he pointed out the flue of’ Count 
Montholon’s bath had set fire to 
the pitch-paper on the roof. For- 
tunately, it was discovered in time, 
before it communicated with the 
upper roof, and exterminated.” 

In his letter to Major Gorrequer| 
fon the following day, April 5, 1820, 
Captain Lutyens, before going on 
to describe some trouble Napoleon 
had had with his gardeners, makes 
an indirect reference to the strict| 
censorship imposed by Sir Hudson 
Lowe on all correspondence, incom- 
ing and outgoing, that had any 
connection with Napoleon and his| 
little band of exiles. Whatever 
Captain Lutyens’ views on the! 
subject were, however, he strictly| 
obeyed orders and forwarded all 
such correspondence to his superior 
officers. 





‘The letter, which contains one or 
two grammatical inaccuracies which’ 
the editor of the hook haz seen ft 
not to correct, ran as follows:—"T 
have forwarded a letter from 
Countess Bertrand to the govern- 
ment. General Bonaparte remained 
‘out until 2 o'clock yesterday and 
finished the sod-wall. ‘The four’ 
Chinese, who have constantly been 
employed in the gardens, got sulky 
at the General having given a bottle! 
‘of wine to each of the Chinese that, 
are employed in the house (who| 
worked at the sod-wall), and did, 
not give them the same indulgence, 
‘They, therefore, refused doing what 
the General wanted them to do, 
which put him in a great rage, and. 
he ordered them off instantly 

“General Bonaparte is hard at 
work this morning in the same| 
garden. He has got a large hole, 
like an embrasure, in the sod-wall 
facing my side-window, in which 
they are now fixing a’ large tub, 
half up the wall, to form a sort of 
cascade into the long tank in the 
garden. ‘The general is sccom- 
panied by Count Bertrand. Count 
‘Montholon was not out the whole of 
yesterday. I have not seen or 
heard of him this morning.” 


In a footnote to this letter, Sir 
Lees Knowles says “the Chinese 
would do anything for cash, they 
were constant borrowers.” ’ After| 
the death of Napoleon, and the| 
winding-up in May, 1821, ton of 
the Chinose owed Count Bertrand’s 
steward “over $800." On his death- 
bed, Napoleon exclaimed: “And 
my poor Chinese! Let them not be| 
forgotten either; give them a score 
or two of Napoleons, and bid them 
farewell for me!” A large gang of| 
Chinese labourers helped Napoleon, 
in his garden, concludes Sir Lees. 


‘The garden, however, was not! 
Napoleon's chief relaxation, which 
consisted of the dictation’ of his 
memoirs to Count Montholon, to- 
gether with the compilation of 
‘monographs on military and 
political topics, ‘The folly of the 
monarchs of the Holy Alliance in 
Europe paved the way to a ready 
reception of the writings of| 
Napoleon, who wielded an influence 
in the ensuing decades which was 
scarcely less than that of the Little| 
Corporal who was so enthusiasti- 
cally received by France on his 
return from Elba. His tyranny, his| 
shocking waste of human life, ‘and 
his persistence in continuing in war| 
whew both France and Europe 
clamoured for peace, were all for-| 
gotten; all that he had done for his| 
‘country during the days of the Con- 
sulate’ was remembered, and he 
died in a mist of glory through 
which, as a result of the writings 
of Montholon and Las Casas, he, 
appeared as a legendary figure who| 
suffered,as a result of his devotion| 
to the cause of humanity. 














But Napoleon was not to taste of 
this last success. He died quietly 
at Longwood of cancer on May’5,| 
1821, in the presence cf a handful

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REMOVAL OF LECATIONS FROM PEIPING 


Definite Chapter in the City’s History Being Brought 
to a Close: Vast Changes in China’s Structure 


By WL A, 


With the oficial removal of the 
Legations from Peping to Nanking, 
which comeides with the 25th an! 
niversary of the Republic, a definite ! 
chapter in the history of China will 
hhave been closed. (Many of these 
Legations were raised to. the status 
‘of embassies in 1035, but T shall cone 
tinue to call them by the name that 
they bore during the greater part of 
their existence). Although they have 
only had a comparatively. short his 
tory, less than three-quarters of a 
century, they have seen vast changes 
take place in the structure of China, 
specially in recent times, 

‘The story of the Legations starts 
in 1861, Prior to that year none of 
the foreign powers had’ permanently 
‘accredited envoys to China, In the 
teaty of peace signed in Peking in 
1861, after the advance of the com- 
bined Anglo-French expedition, one 
of the terms, specially’ insisted 0 
was thal the’ diplomatic representa: 
tives of these two countries were to 
be allowed 10 reside permanently at 
the capital. ‘The Chinese govern- 
ment acquiesced very reluctantly, and 
even then attempted to keep the 
“barbarian” envoys out of the elly 
itself by suggesting various sites out- 
side, They.even offered them the 
xotinds ‘of ‘the old Summer Palace 
which the allied armies had looted 
‘and burnt only quite recently, as a 
reprisal for the maltreatment of 
Parkes end others, "But all in. vain, 
the envoys were not to be moved, and 
selected for thelr residence" the 
southwest quarter of the main city, 
the so-called ‘Tartar City, 

‘The British rented the palace and 
grounds from a Duke Liang. Hence 
until quite modern days the British 
Legation was always known to, 
yesidents as the “Liang kungfu” 
(Palace of Duke Liang). It was 
situated om the west side of the Im- 
perial Canal, less than one quarter 
vf a mile from the south main wall, 
‘The Freneh occupied saother palace 
close by in Legation Strect, and the 
Russians, 9 few months later, turned 
thelr ecclesiastical mission which lay 
just south of the British grounds 
Into a residence for their representa- 
tive, ‘The Prussians and Americans 
arrived in the same year,

Atterwords other Powers followed 
suit, until by the ‘Nineties » elevei 
countries had representatives in Ps 
king, AN these Legations, with the 
exception of the Belgian, were 
situated In the neighbourhood of the 
British, Lord Elgin, the British 
plenipotentiary at the peace negotia- 
tions of 1861" probably’ selected this 
articular district, because it was less 
than halt mile away from the ehiet 
government ofcies, the Six Boards, 
Where he doubtless expected to find 
the Foreign Oflce establishes 

But, although they had hed to 
allow the despised foreigm barbarians 
to keep representatives in Peiping, 
the Chinese” Government attempted 
to maintain the pretence that it was 
merely a temporary measure, No 
Foreign Ofice was, therefore, est 
‘ablished, at least not in our sense 
of the form. In the first year of 
their residenee, the British and 
French envoys, ‘when they had any 
oficial matters to discuss with the 
Chinese Government, used to call on 
Prince Kung at his palace right 
Away in the north part of the city. 
‘The prince was at that time head of 
the Grand Couneil and looked after 
the affairs of the foreign barbarians, 
in addition to his other multifarious 
duties, 

But finding this tod much of a 
ood thing, as in his own palace he 
could scarcely avoid meeting the 
foreign envoys, a special bureau was 
created for the purpose. It did not, 
however, rank with one of the great 
Boards, but was quite a subordinate 
office, a mere Yamen, called Tsung 
Li Ko Kuo Shih Wu Ya Men (Board 
for the Management of the Affairs 
of other Nations), commonly known 
as the ‘sungli Yamen. And even 
then, it was not attached to any’ of 
the Six Bonrds, but was placed right 
away in a side street in the eastern 
part of the eity, about two miles 
from the Legations. “Tt was here that 
for the next forly years the foreign 
ministers met Chinese oftieialdem, 
until the grand smash of the Boxer 
year (1900). afler’ which a. proper 
Foreign Office ranking equal with 
the other Board was at last establi- 
ened, 






































Early Palmy Days 

‘The first thirty years were the 
palmy days of the Legations. Ia 
portant and “oublesome questions 
were few and far between, anf inter 
national rivalry ove: China had no, 
yet begun. ‘The members ef the 
Legatioas ied exsy, carefree 
‘and spacious existence, such as we, 
living: in the harassed’ and “quarrel:

‘additional weight from the fact that 
foreign society in Pelping from the 
‘Sixties to "Nineties was almost en- 
Airely restricted to members of the 
Diplomatie Body. With the excep- 
lon of Sir Roberi Hart's small Cus- 
toms staif and @ very occasional 
tourist, no other foreigners came to 
Peiping. 

‘The Chinese Government was still 
very jealous of allowing more for- 
elgners than absolutely necessary 0 
reside at the capital. It was, for 
Instance, only “after the British 
Minister, Sir " Frederick Bruce, had 
vouched’ for the respectability of 


Prussia, as a country allied by mar- 
riage with the English royal family, 


the Boxer outbreak in which the 
Legations were very nearly over- 
whelmed. ‘They were besieged ‘from 
‘June 20 to August 14, 1900. "Even In 
the midst of this dire peril, national 
Jealousies and intrigues continued 
unabated. That the Legations es- 
caped destruction was due less to 
the good sense of their members 
than to the lack of enterprise and 
the disunity of their Chinese assail- 
ants. When it was all over the 
Legations found themselves | ina 
completely ‘new world. Gone for 
ever were the old, pleasant, smooth- 
running days of lotus-land. ‘The 
‘changes with which they were now 
faced were not merely political oF 
social; the very topography of their 
former surroundings was altered. 
‘One of the terms of the Peace 
Protocol of 1901 was the establish- 
ment of a special Legation Quarter, 
As g result, all the remaining Chinese 
houses in the vieinity of the Lega- 
tions were pulled down and the 
‘quarter converted into a little for-

first Prussian mission to proceed to 
Peking. ‘The capital was not a 
treaty port and so. they were able 
to Insist cn the striet carrying out of 
the treaties in this matter. Herein 
they were strongly supported by the: 
Legations who did, their utmost to 
discourage | any “outsiders” from 
Starting business in Peking. 

‘The only really troublesome ques- 
tlon that may have caused the Lega- 
tions a few sleepless nights was the 
eternal “Audience Question,” regard- 
ing the manner in which the envoys 
were to be received by the Emperor. 
Even then, it only worried them 
spaimodlcaliy and at long intervals, 
fas during the minority of the em- 
perers Tung Chit and Kuang Hs, 
the Chinese were able to shelve it 
for the time being. This question 
was only finally disposed of after the 
Boxer troubles in 1900, 

Cut off from Outside World 

‘Tho Legations, in those early days, 
hhad tittle work’ to do, particularly 
in winter, when they were complete- 
ly cut off from the outside world, 
Between November and March the 
‘appronen to Tientsin in the Gulf of 
Chibli was frozen “up. Letters had 
fo come el! the way overland from 
Chefoo, while telegraph was not 
Properly established till the carly 
‘Bighties. They were also cut off 
socially ond thrown entirely on their 
‘own resources, as there was practical- 
ly no intercourse of any kind wi 
the Chinese. 

‘Tennis, riding, the race-course out- 
side the’ city, pienies and week-ends 
at the femples in the hills, and skat- 
ing in winter, these were the simple 
amusements with which they passed 
the time, It'ls true that they’ wore 
deprived of most of the ordinary 
conveniences of western elvilization, 
but as against that, the climate was 
excellent, living cheap, food plenti- 
ful, and they had hordes of servants 
to ‘do their slightest bidding. 

‘These heleyon days came to a 
sudden end in the ‘Nineties with the 
outbreak of the war between China 
and Japan. From that time on there 
ensued a sharp struggle for conces- 
sions evoking national hatreds and 
Jealousies in which the former har- 
‘mony, geod fellowship and. select 
soclety “of the Legations were com- 
pletely effected. ‘They split up into 
groups according to their politieal 
faMliations. England and Japan; Rus- 
sis, France and Belgium; Germany, 
Italy and Austria, and so forth. For 
the remaining years of the century 
these groups were entirely pre- 
occupied in trying to overreach each 
other and squeeze some railway oF 
mining concession out of the harassed 
Chinese.

Merchants Enter Peking 


‘The celeet tone of Peking society 
now dlsappeared for good and all, 
After 1900 the reconstruction ‘of 
Peking. the Western reforms in which 
the Chinese government pretended, 
to be interested, and above all the 
moneys. required to meet the huge 
indemnities,- all this attracted large 
numbers of merchants and financiers 
to Peking. Indeed, for the next dozen 
‘years or so financial questions loom- 
ed very large in the pre-occupations. 
of the” Legations. “As all matters: 
affecting the Quarter and the Proto- 
col of 1901 were international ques- 
tions, they were not taken up 
by ‘eacn minister separately, but 
by the doyen (the minister who had 
been longest resident in Peking) 
after they had been discussed at 
meetings of the whole Diplomatic 
Body. ‘These meetings became a 
regular feoture of diplomatic work 
from now on until the outbreak of 
the World War, and did something 
towards re-establishing a limited kind, 
Of co-operation between the Lega- 
tions. 

‘The Revolution of 1911 made tittle 
difference to the work of the Lega- 
Lone oF even to thelr ‘geographical 
Position. ‘The frst president of the 
hew Republic had decided to retain 
Peking as the capital, in spite of the 
attempts of the radical party among, 
the Fevolulionaries to get him 10 
move the government to Nanking.

PREVALENCE OF LEPROSY IN CHINA 


International Group Combat Ancient, Modern Scourge: 
Fine Leprosarium Near Shanghai 
By Li §, Hemews, a10, res. 


Although there are probably 3,000,- 
000 persons suffering from leprosy in 
the world, one can safely travel all 
over the world and stop at all the 
important ports of the world without 
knowingly seeing any leper at all. 
But it becomes quite impossiblo to 
‘make any extensive trip and to study 
only very superficially the history, 
legend, art erature, seulpture and 
painting of any country, except one 
will be compelled to five thought 
to this dreadful disease, for in practi- 
cally every country, art and science 
hhas aff and on busied itself through- 
out the ages with the hopeless leper, 

As one leaves San Francisco en- 
route for tho Orient by way of the 
Mawatian Islands, one may read on 
board ship among the uninteresting. 
terature on Hawaii, the. classical 
Philippie Robert Louis "Stevenson 
hurled at a certain Dr. Hyde for un- 
derestimating the work of Father 
Damien, the man who gave his best 
and his last for the uplift of the 
lepers of tho Hawallan Islands 

‘As one stops off in beautiful Japan 
and travels about the sulpher springs 
of Kumamoto, one will be attracted 
by the beautiful shrine of Kisomasa, 
the patron saint of lepers in Japan. 
Although Kiyomasa was probably. 
never a leper himself, he was deified 
because of his heroism shown to his 
country and his kindness for suf 
fering humanity. 


Empress Washes Leper 

In Japan one also hears a beautiful 
Texend of one of the early empresses 
of Japan, “Empress Komyo, who was 
so. charitable and kind "that she 
washed and dressed the wound of a 
thousand of Ther suffering subjects, 
noticing that while she washed the 
thousandth one. that it was a leper, 
But this did not stop her, She con- 
tinued and When finished, to “her 
surprise, the leper beggar’ changed 
into an angelic being and soaring up 
fo heaven said: “Like me you shall 
bo, for in me, this leper, you have 
cated for your Lord.’ 

Within a few days your trip takes 
you to China, a land where iegend 
bounds. Some speak of leprosy. 
‘One cannot understand all the Con: 
fucian ethics until ono has seen Con 
fuclus’ attitude toward his pupil and 
luntil you hear him say to his leprosy~ 
stricken student: "Such a man and 
‘sch a disease! 

No Oriental traveler can afford to 
pass by the beautiful ruins of Angkor, 
in Cambodia, “AN that is left of the 
Khymos, the people of Cambodia, is 
left to us in their stone ruins and one 
chapter of this history deal ‘with the 
faithfulness of the two wives of one 
of the Kings of Cambodia, ‘There 
among many old and still wonderful 
ruins one finds “the Leper King,” 
with his two wives, ono at each side, 
tnd chiselled in stone one reads how 
the king become leprous and had to 
eave his kingdom. So faithful and 
true remained his two wives to him

Great War, and stil! more _ when 
China Joined in 1917. ‘The Germ: 
and Austrian diplomatic represen 
tives then withdrew and thelr Lega- 
tions were taken over by the Dutch, 
A further breach in the Logation 
front was made a few years later by 
the Soviet surrender of all extra- 
territorial rights.

The last Interest they 
hhad in common was surrendered at 
the Tariff Conference held in Peking 
in 1925, when, contrary to the original 
instruetions of the foreign govern- 
ments ccmplete tariff autonomy was 
granted to China, From then on 
‘each Legation dealt entirely separate 
ly in all questions with the Chinese 
government. ‘The Chinese, with con- 
siderable lack of foresight, hailed 
this dispersal and complete break: 
down of a common Legation front as 
a reat diplomatic vietory and the 
throwing-off of the shackles of im- 
periatisn, C. T. Wang, the 
Chinese Foreign Minisier responsible 
for this policy, was acclaimed by his 






































delighted countrymen as “Treaty 
Wang.” In the event, however, it 
was to prove itself a fatal mistake 


that was to bring China under a dom- 
ination of quite'a different and very 
‘much more formidable kind. 

‘After the capture of Peking by the 
‘Kuomintang in 1928 the capital was 
moved to Nanking. Peking became 
a mere district elty, under its old 
‘name of Peiping. ‘The Legations were 
gradually further broken up, this 
time geographically, as several colin- 
tries beran to keep their representa- 
tives at Shanghai or Nanking. Most 
of the Legations of the major powers

‘An Early Leprosarium 
‘True to their Christian idealism, the 
friars accepted the challenge and 
built a leprosarium whieh is still 
shown to visitors, "In -1765, ‘the 
tremendous walls of the San Lazaro 
Hospital were built, ‘These walls 
were apparently built to. withstand 
‘mould and rust and the heavy’ bars 
‘seem to indicate that neither thieves 
from without should break through 
and steal, nor lepers from within 
escape and infeet the population, The 
builders apparently recognized right 
well that ‘the disease eotld not be 
eradicated and hence bullt an Institue 
tion that could withstand time, and 
there it is to-day—a home for lepers! 
Do not think that leprosy relies 
are only found in the Orient, As 
your vessel passes through tho Red 
and Mediterranean Seas and one visits 
European cities, one Tecognizes that 
the disease has put its mark on every 
nation, In Europe are still found the 
Femains of medical leprosaria, all are 
prisonlike with huge gates. that open 
to dismiss 
patients, England shows you to-day 
old churches ‘with “leper squints” or 
mall places built in the walls where 
Jeprous patients could listen’ to the 
sorviee without entering to disturb 
the peace of others, 

In the National Museum in Amster= 
dam is a wonderful painting of 
Adriaan Van Nicuwland portraying a 
leper procession which took place in 
‘the streets of Amsterdam as late as 
1604. An old Dutch legend tells us 
that people believed that food berged 
from ‘vell people would be beneficial 
in the eure of leprosy—henee one day 
‘each year lepers wero allowed to ber, 
upon ‘the streets of Amsterdam and 
this attraction drew more people on 
the streots than a visit of the king. 


Anclent British Legend 

Religion in practically every coun- 
try has spoken in regard to leprosy 
and as one travels one hears stories 
here and there of those who served 
society in serving suffering hu 
No one can read Ben Hur, of the history 
of St. Elizabeth, Marty of ‘Tours 
Francis of Ascisi and other social re- 
formers, no one ean read the story of 
the Crusades or of the Black Death 
which took so large a toll of life, but 
svtiat leprosy looms up. As one visits the 
Westminster Cathedral one is remind- 
ed of its first builder, King Edward 
the Confessor, 1003-1068, who towards 
the end of his life hed the "Royal 
Touch” conferred upon him by whieh 
it became possible, so legends tell us. 
for the King to touch even’ a leper 
and he could be malo whole, 

‘St, George is still the patron saint 
of lepers. ‘Travellers will learn that 
St. George is not only a saint re- 
‘cognized in England, but has legends 
of his power over the dragon reap- 
eating in France, in Ethiopia, in 
Scotland and in England, In many 
rugshops to-day in Europe and 
America. you still find traces of St 
George killing the dragon of disease 
and in the middle ages St, George 

‘ag the patron saint of leper 
whereas the recently organized a 
sociation of exceedingly scholarly: 
men interested in the sclentife 
‘eradication of leprosy have chosen St. 
George slaying the dragon ce the 
emblem on their shield, 


Chinese Lepers Before Christ 
Hua To, a famous Chinese surgeon, 
performed brain operations and is 
said to have succossfully treated 
lepers who were exceedingly plentiful 
in North China even before the ‘birth 
of Christ, but who are only now 
berinning’ to get some mercy shown 
to them specially through the benign 
influence of Christianity and advane- 
ed scientifle approach fo the disease. 
‘And no traveller can wholly escape 
the “wonderful chain of leprosari 
built throughout the world, whieh 
chain shows the generosity of men, 
the tnerey and compassion of Christ 
and his followers. The reat ef 
ciency of stich wonderful and in- 
ternational organizations as’ the 
American Missicn to Lepers, 156 Fifth 
Avenue, New York, and its associate 
organizations in London, in Paris, in 
‘Tokyo and in Shanghat. ‘The Chinese 
‘Mission to Lepers has recently erected 
the finest Christian leprosarium in 
China just outside of the city of

Shrikes, Swallows, Hawfinches, Bul 

buls and many of the more. familiar 
garden birds were still shepherding 
their young and feeding them when 
necessary: and now before this 
autumn month is out the Magpies 
have alresdy begun to take an ine 
terest in their nests for the coming 
season. ‘There are not likely to be 
‘any instances of first-year birds be- 
ginning to bulld, but the older birds 
(such as my gatden Magpies) which 
already have nests, are commencing 
to visit them daily.’ Seeing that they 





are not likely to.lay any eggs until 
January or February next at the 
earliest, it is at frst dimeult to see 
what their object is, but a little 
observation soon makes this clear, 
The first idea Is to "stake out” the 
claim” anew, so that no. wandering 
birds may come and Jump it: this is 
done by sitting on or near the nest 
two or three times every day ‘and

“Natural Course of Events” 





It is one of the common artifices 
of the modern historian to try and 
gloss over unpalatable ovenis by 
calling them inevitable and to console 
hhimseit and his readers by explaln- 
ing them as “the natural course of 
events." Such, in fact, has become 
the general attitude towards the fate 
of Peiping and North China, But 
those who have watehed affairs out 
here closely for the last twenty 
years will not be prepared to sub- 
Seribe to this comfortable doctrine. 
It is, at anyrate, arguable that, if the 
Kuomintang had not abandoned Pei- 
ping. as capital and had not, of set 
Purpose, destroyed the co-operation 
and common front of the Legations, 
China need not have lost the vast 
territories that she has now had to 
suerifiee. ‘The Legations were much 
criticised in thoir day, but looking 
Duck it must be admitted that they 
were of the greatest advantage to 
China herself. For over seventy 
years they managed to preserve the 
Integrity. of China, though in that 
period there were many” occasions 
When it looked as if the country was 
breaking up.
